5 y i-0-38. Fhis neceflicy belongeth not to the Covenant of Redemption, 
TT. nor to any other the free a&ts of the will of God; for if ſoit 
had pleaſed God, he might have not entered that Covenant 
with his Son for it was not abſolutely neceſſary that man ſhould 
be redeemed : God might have vaſſed by man as he did the 
Apoſtate Angels; which choice of objets, to be redeemed by 
Chriſt, is mentioned for aggravating God's love to man, 
Heb. 2.. 16, For verily he took_not on him the nature of Angels, 
but he took, on him the ſeed of Abraham. 
This neceſſity belongs only to the divine Nature, v. hich is 
moſt perfet, and cannot by any Agent whatſoever, be brought 
not to be; or to be other, or otherwiſe than he is, Jam. 1. 17, 
---with whom is no variablenefi, neither ſhadow of turning. 2. A 
natural neceſſity, when any thing floweth neceſſarily and meerly 
from the principles of nature; and thus the fire burneth, and 
the ſtone deſcendeth. Now the Covenant of Redemption is 
not neceſſary by this natural neceſſity ; tor God did not enter 
in Covenant with Chriſt as the fire burns, neceſſarily, and natu- 
rally; for, 1. Then it.had been impoſſible for God not to have 
+ ſhewed mercy upon fallen man, and that in this very way of 
Redemprion by Chriſt ; for natural Agents cannot but a& ac- 


cording to their natural properties, but it is manifeſt from 
God's 
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Gods paſſing by the fallen Angels, that he might have paſſed 
by man alſo in his ſioful ſtate. Ge beT ciker - 
ſed in himſelf, or exerciſed juſtice or mercy, or both (which is 
inconſiſtent, implicant,and impoſſible) by this natural neceſlity, 
then (his juſtice and mercy being infinite)he ſhould have ſhewed 
mercy upon all, or exerciled jultice upon all; he ſhould either 
have puniſhed all that ſinned to theutmo?t, as ſoon as they had 
ſinned, or he ſhould have ſhewed mercy upon all, as ſoon as 
there were qualified objedts for mercy : the reaſon is obvious, 
becauſe all natural Agents work to the utmoſt they can. 
3. Then there ſhould have been ro Compact nor Covenant be- 
twixt Zehovah and Chriſt ; for ſuppoſing fuck a natural neceſſi- 
ty, wedeſtroy free conſent and agreement, which is eſſential 
to this Covenant, and is proved in the foregoing Chapter. 

z. There is an hypothetical neceſſity hich cariſceh from God's 
ordination and appointment; or as others call it, a neceffiry of 
conſequence \, when any thing is neceſſary upon ſuppoſition of 
ſome other thing ; and this is not an abſolute neceſſity in the 
things themfelves, and their immutability ; but a limaed + rt 
ftrve neceſſity, upon connexion. of one thing with anot 
Again, this imited relpettive neceſhty (as Mr. Anth. Burgef# ;,,, Dodtrine of 
well obſerves) is ſometimes from the efhicient cauſe , becauſe 7.4/7. Parr 2. 
he is thus and thus dilpoſed ; as when *ris faid, there maf# be Serm. 12. 
hereſies, 1 Cor. 11, 29. That is, partly uiregard of the efficient 
caute (although the Text mentioneth there only the final cauſe), 
becauſe there will be Ignorance and Pride always in men.. 

2. From the material cauſe : Thus death is necefſary and inevi- 
table, becauſe we have principles of corruptibility within us. 

3. From the formal cauſe, becauſe that is immutable and un- 
changeable. 4. From the final cauſe ſuppoſing ſuch an end. 

Whenwe {peak of the necefſhiry of the Covenant of Sureti- 
ſhip or Redemption, it is this third and laſt kind of neceſſity 
we mean 'it was hypothetically and reſpe&tively neceſſary only 
that God ſhould enter in Covenant with Chriſt; to wit, upon 
apes of ſome other thing that God had decreed. and pur- 
poted in himſelf. And here let usa little enquire, 

Queſt. 1. What were theſe things which God's entering in 
Covenant with Chriſt doth ſuppoſe ? 2. What was the neceſ-- 
{ny of a Covenant betwixt God and Chriſt, ſuppoſing theſe 
things? 4. Whether this hypothetical and reſpeCtive neceſſity 
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of a Covenant with Chriſt, flowed only from the final cauſe, 
from the ends which God had purpoſctd 'in hunſelf, ar from the 
efficient cauſe alſo, that is, from God's. natural propenfion to 
Juſtice or Mercy ? 

Anſw. 1. The Covenant of Redemption wherein God en- 
tered with Chriſt, did proceed upon ſuppoſition of thele things 
mainly (1 do not fay only , nor do I determine the order of 
the things ſuppoſed). 1. This Covenant fuppoſeth that God 
had purpoſcd in himſelf, and decreed eminently to glorifie him- 
ſelf in the way of juſtice and mercy , Kom. g. 22,2z, What if 
God willing to ſhew his wrath, and to make his power known, 
endured with much long-ſuffering the veſſels of wrath fitted to 
deſtruttion ? And that be might make known the riches of his 
glory on the weſſels of mercy which he had afore prepared unto 
glory? 2. This Covenant ſuppoſeth that God had purpoſed 
and decreed, that there ſhould be objeQts qualified, and fit for 
the glorifying of both theſe Attributes; and this was abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to that purpoſe, both quoad exercitiun & quoad 
ſpecificationem att, in reſpett of the exercite of the aftand the 
{pecification and manner of it. For to fome properties in 
God there is required no obje&, and to others no qualifica- 
tion of the objet. To God's Omnipotency there is required 
no object, becauſe it makes its objets; and to God's Wiſdom 
there is required no qualification in the objet z for he can order 
every thing to a glorious end. Yet to God's mercy and juſtice, 
ad extra, there are not only required objets , but objcRts ſo 

valified, either with Grace or Sin, as Mr. Bargef obſerves,

And, 1. Concerning the commands, conditions and engage- 
ments; which were required of Chriſt Mediator by the Cove- 
nant of Suretiſhip : 1 ſhall in theſe eight Aſertions open the 
nature of them, and what they were. 

Aſert. 1. All the commands of the Covenant of Redemp- 
tion, are conditions; and are to be conſtdered as ſuch, when 
they are laid upon Chriſt, who came not under commands , but 
upon terms and conditions.

For the right nd- 
ing of our Debt to him, who did fo freely, being under 
no neceflity of nature, and not deſired by us, undertake for 
us, and put his foul in our fouls ſtead: a worthy ſtudy in- 
deed, and well becoming a believer to know what we owe 
to Jeſus the Surety of the Covenant, who ſpoke for us be- 
hind our backs, when we were abſent, and who laid down 
his Bond for ours, 1 Cor.6. 19,20, Te are not your own, 
for ye are bought with 4 prict, therefore glorifie God in your 
body and in your ſpirit, which is Gods, 2. For the eftabliſh- 
ing our hearts in the faith of our Salvafion, and compleat 
Redemption : is there any thing can-ſo eftabliſh the heart of 
2 believer, as to know that Chriſt is an undertaker for him? 
he that can believe that Chriſt became Surery for-him, in 
the eternal Countel of God, cannot realonably doubt, but 
he will ful6l all his undertaking, and that he thall be faved 
by his Surety-aftings, Rom.5.8, g, 10, But God commendeth 
hes love towards nut, in that while we were yer ſoumers, Chriſt 
died for us.

1, Morally, and by way of excitement and motive : the 
faith of Chriſts Suretiſhip and undertaking for us, is-both an 
inviting, and encouraging motive to de bills foralmuch as 
we are choſen in Chriſt to be holy, and given to him to be 
maJe holy, Eph. 1.4, According as be hath choſen us in him 
before the foundation of the world, that we ſhould be holy, Yc, 
Fob. 17. 17, Santtsfie them through thy truth, thy word « 
truth, Heb.2.11, For both he that ſanctifieth, and they who 
are ſanttified, are all one. 

2. By way of obligement : Chriſts Suretiſhip doth oblige 
us, and lay on Bonds and Obligations to this duty, that 
we ſhould believe and be holy : and he who hath the faith 
of Chriſts Suretiſhip cannot but judg fo, 2 Cox, x5. 14, 15, 
For the love of Chriſt conſtraineth ns, becauſe we thus los 
that if one died for all, then were all dead. And that be di- 
ed for all, that they which lrye ſhould not henceforth live unto 
themſelves, Wc. 1 Cor. 0. 20, For ye are bought with a price, 
therefore glorifie God in your body, and in your ſpirit, which 
are Gods. 

z- By way of real influence : the faith of Chriſts Sureti- 
"ſhip hath real influence upon the believers heart, to make 
him ſtudy to walk like the redeemed people; if the threat- 
nings of the Law and Goſpel have ſome influence upon the 
ſpirit of man, to make him obey the Law or Goſpel , *ris 
without doubt they have a moral influence; and when ac- 
companied with the ſpirit, - they have real influence, Heb. 2.

12-v. 22, 23, 
24- 1 Tim. 2.5, For there is one God, and one Mediator be- 
rreen God and man, the man Chrift Feſws. 

The firſt Covenant which' was of works, had no Media- 

ror : for then there was no difagreement hetwixt God and 
Man; but this Covenant under which we ſtand by Grace, 
hath a Mediator, and needeth one, as F ſhall ſhew by and 
by. 
- Concernirigg the Mediator of the new Covenant” we 
ſhall confider, 1. The Name, what it fignifieth, and how 
it agreeth' to Chriſt, 2. The neceGty of a Mediator in the 
new Covenant. 3. The Perſon that is Mediator. -* 4. The 
Office of Mediatorſhip, and theſe things that belong unto 
it. $5. The grounds of comfort, and ſupports of faith ari- 
ſing to believers from Chrifts Mediation. 

1. The Name Mediator, wiohrne, properly ſignifies a midler, 
whether he be ſuch in regard of his Perſon or Office, one be- 
twixt two, Gal. 3.20, Now 4 mediator 1; not 'a mediator of

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one, but God i4 one. And a Reconciler, as the Hebrew word 
figuifies, Job g. 33, Neither is there any days-man berwixt 
Gret. de ſatis], > that might lay his hand pon us bath rv, Moechjach, 
Ciriſti, cap. 8.  Trieſter , one who interpoleth for taking away differen- 
ces betwixt dilagreeing parties. It ſignifies alſo one that de- 
clareth things betwixt parties, swternuntine interpres, one that 
goes betwixt parties, and carries the mind of each to other ; 
in which fenſe Moſes was a typical Mediator betwixt God 
and the Children of 1/rael, who carried the will of God 
to them, and carried back their anſwer to God, Gal. 3. 
I9, 20, with Exod. 19. 3. Chap. 20. v. 19. Dent. 5. 5. 
Sacin.4e ſervat, And although Socinus plead that the word Mediator, ſig- 
lib. x. cap. 2.Nifies nothing in Scripture but an Interpreter, the falſhood 
whereof dot \ q—_ > from, Heb.9. 15, And for 
this cauſe he is» the mediator of the new Teſtament, that 
means of death, for the redemption of the tranſi 5 are that 
were under rhe firſt teſtament, they which are 4 wight re- 
ceive the promiſe of eternal inheritance, Vc, 1 Tim. 2. 5, 6, 
For there 1s one God, andone Mediator between God and man, 
the man Chreſt Feſws, who gave himſelf a ranſome for all, 
to: be teſtified in due time. Alſo, he would have Chriſt to 
be a Mediator, only in this. laſt fenſe, that is, Gods Inter- 
preter: yet all the three fignifications of the word do agree 
to Chriſt; and he is called the Mediator of the new Cove- 
nant, with. reſpe&t to all the three.

He is the days-wer, the Reconciler, and. trieſter of 
the difference, who hath interpoſed and afually compoſed 
the difference, Eph. 2. 14, 16, For be us our peace, who hath

officer, deſigned for a middle-work, for dealing betwixt God

In _ of his fienefs and qualificati- 
ons to interpole betwixt God and man, (whereof more after- 
ward, at this time but a paſſing-word of it). He was the

one, but the Subſiſtences or Perlons are different, as is ex- 
eſſed in Scripture, 1 Job. 5.7, For there are three that 
ar record in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the boly- 
Ghoſt: 1 take not this to be meant of Chriſt, as God prin- 
cipally : for ſo he is the ſame in Nature, Names and Atrri- 
butes; rather than the Image of God : but I underſtand it 
of Chriſt as Mediator, in whom there is a full and per- 
feft reſemblance of the Fathers Attributes and Excellencies, 
And here for our knowledg of the perſon who is Mecdia- 
tor, I lay down two concluſions from that comprehenſive de- 
ſcription of him : 1. That Jeſu# Chriſt hath in him a glorious 
reſemblance, and a perfe&t Charafter of all the glorious Ex- 
cellencics and Attributes of the Father, Col. 2. 9, For in him 
dwelleth all the fulneſs of the Godhead bodily. 2 Cor. 3. 18, 
But we all with open face beholding as in a glaſs the glory of 
the Lord, 2. That it is by Chriſt Mediator, that all the 
glorious

glorious excellencies of God are revealed unto us, 2 Cer 4. 
6, For God who commanded light to ſhine out of darkneſs, hath 
ſhined in our hearts, to give the light of the knowledg of the 
glory of God in the face of Jeſus Chriſt. 
ſider, 1. That Gods great end in all his goings 
forth towards the Creature, in Predeſtination, Creation, Pro- 
vidence, &c. is his own glory, and the manifeſtation of his 
excellency, Prov. 16. 4, Lord hath made all things for him- 
ſelf, yea, even the wicked for the day of evil. Rom. 11. ;6, 
For of him, and through him, and to him are all things, to 
whom be glory for ever. Rev. 4.laſt, Thou art worthy, © 
Lord, to recerwve glory, and honour, and power, for thou haſt 
created all things, and for thy pleaſure they are aid were 
created. But more eſpecially this is his end in Redempti- 
on, Eph. 1. 6, To the praiſe of the glory of his gract, where- 
in he hath made «s accepted in the beloved. Joh. 17. 4, 1 have 
glorified thee on the earth, I have finiſhed the work, which thou 
gaveſt me to do, 2. That which is Gods end, is our happt- 
nels ; even to have God manifeſted to us, to ſee him, and 
to have diſcoveries made to us of his excellencies, Fob. 17. 

i» And this is life eternal, that they might know thee the 
only true God, and Jeſus Chriſt whom thou haſt ſent. Mat. 
5.3, Bleſſed are the pure in heart, for they fee God. 
1 Joh. 3. 2, But we know when be ſhall ar, we ſhalt be 
like him, for we ſhall ſee him as be is. To fee him, and be 
transformed by that fight, 2 Cor. z. 18, Bat we all with open 
face bebolding as ina glaſs the glory of the Lord, are changed 
into the ſame image, from glory to glory, even as by the ſps- 
rit of the Lord, 3.

The Mercy of God is eminently manifeſted in Jetus 
Chrilt : man is made to rife by his fall : Mercy never taw the 
light before; it was never revealed hut in Jeſus Chriſt : for 
it reſpets the creature in its miſery, Lak, 1. 72, 73, To 
perform the mercy promled fo or fathers, and fo Yom Coweer 
his hol Covenant. ---- Through the render mercy or own God, 
ale the day-ſpring from on high hath viſited «xs. When 
all the poſterity of Adam were as tucl for the fire, mercy 
relcues and referves fome to be fons and heiws, Row. 9 
23, And that be might make known the riches of hs glory 
on the veſſels of mercy, which he had afore prepared unto 
glory. 

4. The Power of God is manifeſted in Chriſt : God ſhew 
ed his power in the Creation, as we read, I/a. 40. 12, Whe 
bath meaſured the waters tn the hollow of hit hand , and me- 
rea out heaven with the ſpan, and comprehended the duſt 
of the earth in a mealure. and Wer gt { the monntains 11 ſeales, 
and the bills in a balance, &c. Fob 33, &c. But what is 
this to the taking of our nature, and uniting it in a per{o- 
nal union with the Son of God? that God ſhould become 
man ; the Ancient of Days become a Child : the Incomprehen 
lible ro become comprehenfible ! Col. 2. 9, For in him dwelleth 
alt the falneſs of the God-head bodily. The inviſible God 
to become vilible, and to dwell here as in a tabernacle with 
men, Fob. 1. 14, And the word was made fleſh, and dwelt a- 
mong us, 4nd we beheld his glory, the plory as of the only be- 
gotten of the Father, full of grace and truth. 


5. The Soveraignty of God is manifeſted in and through 
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Chriſt ; great was the Soveraignty of God that was exer- 
ciſed in predeſtination, in making of veſſels of honour or 
diſhonour, according to the pleafure of his will, Row. 9. 
21,22,2z3; Hath not the potter power over the clay of the 
ſame lump, to maks one weſſel unto honour, and wnto 
diſhonour ? What if Gpd, willing to ſhew his wrath, and te maks 
his power known, endured with much long-[uffering the veſſels 
of wrath fitted to deſtruttion : And that be might make known 
the riches of his glory on the veſſels of mercy which be had 
before prepared unto glory * But all this was Soveraignty 0- 
ver the creature : but that Jeſus Chriſt the Son of God 
ſhould be appointed a Mediator of the new Covenant, made 
a Servant, commanded to lay down his life, this is greater 
Soveraignty, Fob. G6. 35, For I came down from heaven, not 
to do mine own will, but the will of him that ſent me. Chap. 
lo.v. 18, This commandment have I received of my Fa- 
ther. 

6. The Juſtice of God is manifeſted in Chriſt : Juſtice was 
ſeen in caſting off the Angels that fell without hope : and 
in executing the ſentence and curſe of the firſt Covenant up- 
on Adam, for his tranigreſſon thereof : but the world never 
heard of fuch manifeſtation of Juſtice as appcars in the ſatis- 
fation of Chriſt to Juſtice; That Chrift the Son of God is 
made fin for us, and being made fo in obedience to his Fa- 
thers command , Juſtice ſpares him not, but he muſt be ſmit- 
ten to death, that ſatisfation may be made for ſm in our 
nature, Rom.8, 32, He that ſpared not his own Son, but de- 
lovered him up for us all. lia.y;. 3, For the tranſgreſſions of 
my « * was be ſtricken. 

7. The Holineſs of God is manifeſted in Chriſt : his Holi- 
neſs did appear in that holy Image which he put in Aden, 
and the holy Law which he gave to him under a penalty : 
but this holineſs of the Image of God ſtamped on the crea- 
ture, was poſſible to be loſt, for both men and Angels were 
capable of fin, and did fall : but herein is a greater mani- 
feftation of Gods holineſs, that a Creature, Chriſt-man, 
Chriſt Mediator, is made the Fountain of all Holineſs, Holt 
neſs cannot be loſt in him; yea, it is derived from him, 
Joh. 1. 14, 16, Full of grace andtruth, and of his fulneſs have 
all we recevved, and grace for grace. Chap. 3. v- 34, For God 

giveth 
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weth not the ſporit by meaſure unto bim. This is ſpoken of 
Ei man, of Wy Rage for oac of the hm of 
the Godhead cannot receive another. O what an impreſſ:- 
on of Holineſs is this! what a communication and mani- 
feſtation of the Holinefs of God ! The fulreſ; of She God- 
head dwell: boculy in the man Chriſt, Col. 2. y. Where there 
is the higheſt union, rhere is the greateſt communion z, there 
was never fuch another union as that perfonal union, and 
therefore there could never be fuch a communication of 
God, 
8. The All-ſufficiency of God appears more in Chriſt than 
ever before : the declarative glory thereof ſhines in the re- 
ſtoring of loſt man: for whoſoever can reſtore loſt man, 
can raiſe him to a higher happineſs than he fell from; he is 
All-fufficient, and Almighty, and is thereby declared to be fo, 
this did God in Chriſt the Mediator * this is a declaration 
of Gods All-ſufficiency, and of Chriſts, Gen. 17. k I an» God 
alnighty. 2Cor.B8. g, For ye know the grace of our Lord Je- 
ſus Chriſt, that though he was rich, yet for your ſakes he be- 
came poor, that ye through his peverty might be made rich. 
Chap. 12. 9, he ſaid nnto me, My grace 5s ſufficient for 
thee, faſt wy ſtrength 5s made perfelt in weakneſs : moſt gladly 
therefore will I rather glory *n my infirmities, that the power 
of Chriſt may reſt upon me. 

9. The Patience and Long ſuffering of God was never 
heard of before, until it was manifeſted in Chriſt. God 
executeg| his Juſtice againit the fallen Angels, without ex- 
erciſing * any Patience and Long ſuffering towards them, 
2 Pet. 2.4, For if God ſpared not the Angels which fell, tut 
caſt them down to bell, But in Jeſus Chriſt there is a Ciſco- 
very of the Patience of God, and his bearing with finners, 
Iſa. 49.3, There uu a Covenant to oy the earth, that 
Juſtice do not ruine it. Jeſus Chriſt obtained pardon and 
reprival for fo ne ſtners, that they ſhould be ſpared, Exod, 
34- 6, And the Lord paſſed by before him, and proclaimed, The 
I ord, the Lord God. merciful, and gracions, long-ſuffering, 
aud abundant in goodneſs aud ruth. in him the Lord pro- 
claims himſclt merczful, and gracions, leng-ſuffering; Yr. 1 Tim. 
1.1%, Howbut, for this cauſe 1 obtaine ; that im me 
firſt Teſus Chriſt might ſhew forth all long-ſuffering, for 4 
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. pattern to them which ſhould hereafter belive on him to life 
everlafiing. Yea, and by way of concomitancy, and for 
the Ele&ts ſake, reprobates reap ſome benefit by the Patience 
of God thus manifeſted. He ſuffers the cxeatures to mock 
him, amt! ſay, Where is the promiſe of bis coming ? 2 Pet. 1.4. 
Rom. 9. 22, Endured with much long-[uffering the veſſels of 
wrath futed to deſtruttion. 

10, The Faithfulneſs of God is manifeſted in Chriſt: he 

was known to be true and faithful, in fulfilling the threat- 
ning and certification of the tranſ{greſſion of the firſt Cove- 
nant, Gen.2. 17, In __ thou eateſt thereof, thox ſhalt ſure- 
ly die, And in keeping the Covenant with all the creatures, 
Gen.$3.22, While the earth remaineth,ſeed-time, and harveſt-time, 
and cold, and heat, and ſummer, and winter, and day and night 
ſhall not ceaſe, Jer. 33.20, Thus ſaith the Lord, If ye can 
break, my - Covenant of the day, 2:4 my Covenant of the night, 
and that rhere ſhould not be day and night in their "wr my, ah 
But this was but a fmall declaration of his faithfulnefs, be- 
ing compared with the manifeſtation of his Faithfulnefs in 

Chriſt, which ſhines fo _— in keeping Covenant and 
Promites with him, and with his people upon his account, 
notwithſtanding all your unfaithfulneſs to him : apy he 
is proclaimed to be the Lord, abundant in- trath. Exod. 34. 
6, 2 Cor. 1. 20, For all the promiſes of God in him are yea, 
and in bim are Amen. Plal. 89. 34, 35, My Covenant will I 
not break, nor alter the thing that is gone out of my lips. 
Once have I ſworn by my holineſs, that f will not lie wyto Da- 
wd, Mic. 7. 18, 20, Whe is a God like wnto thee, that par- 
doneth iniquity.----Thon wilt perform the truth to Jacob, and 
the mercy ts Abraham, which thou haſt ſworn unto our father: 

from the days of old. 

11. The Majeſty of the Lord, ſomething whereof is ma- 
nifeſted in the Cr eation, Pſal- 19. 1, The heavens declare the 
glory of. the Lord, aud the firmament ſheweth forth hz: - 
oo - But much more in ger, mans; i af ey - 
xRy in Angels, Heb. 1.7; And of bis Angels th, w 
maketh bis Angels ſpirits, and his miniſters « © flame of fire. 
And in godly men, which is but a little difcovered here, Sc. 
fhall be more afterward, 2 Thefſ: 1. 10, When be ſhall

2. The diſtin Subſiſtences of the Perſons of the God:- 
head and bleſſed jam are more brightly diſcovered in Je- 
ſus Chriſt, than ever before : God was but darkly ſeen be- 
fore in the diſtin Subſiſtences of the perſons of the Trini- 
ty ; but in the Goſpel, through Jeſus Chriſt, there is a glo- 
r10us manifeſtation thereof, 2 Cor. 4. 6, For God, who com- 
manded the light to ſhine out of darkneſs, bath ſhined in our 
hearts, to give the light of the knowledg of the glury of God 
in the face of Jeſus Chriſt. 

1. The Eternal Son of God, the ſecond Perſon, his taking 
on our nature, doth clearly ſhew that there are diſtin 
Subſiſtences or Perſons in the Godhead : There are two na- 
tures in one Subſiſtence or Perſon , which illuſtrates the 
three Subſttencies in one nature, or three Perſons in the God: 
head. 

2. By Jeſus Chriſt, from his own mouth, and in his car- 
rying as Mediator, there were mary bright difcoveries of 
this great myſtery, as we may read, Afar. z. 16, 17, And 
Jeſus, when he was baptized, went up ſtraight-way out of the 
waters : and lo, the beayens were opened unto him, and he ſaw 
the ſpirit of God deſcending tk dove, and lizhring upon him, 
And bo, a voice from heaven, ſaying, This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleaſed. Chap. 23. v.23, Go ye therefore, and 
reach all nations, baptizing them in the Namg of the Father, 
and of the Son, a of holy-Ghoſt. Joh. 14. 16, 26, And 
{ will pray the Father, ani be ſhall rue you. another comfore 
ter, that be may abide with'you for ever ---- Bs the comfore 
ter, which 1s the holy-Ghoſt, whom the Father will ſend in my 
Name, &e. And many "like teſtimontiies were from him, 
manifeſting this glorious myſtery. Z 3 z« The 
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;. The diftint Offices of the three Perſons, or their or- 
dered adminiſtration and working, and the various and di- 
ſtint as of the Trinity , in the work of redemption, are 
drightly diſcovered in and by Jelus Chriſt the Mediator, 
27 wn, 1, 9, 12, Who hath ſaved us, and called ws with an 
haly calling, nut according to our works, but according to his own 
purpoſe and grace which was given us in Chriſt Feſus, before 
the world begau;, but is now made manifeſt by the appearing 
of our Saviour Feſus Chriſt, who hath aboliſhed death, and 
hath brought life and ——— light through the Goſpel. 
But becaule theſe may be gathered from what hath been 
ipoken of the Covenant of Suretiſhip or Redemprion, I 
hall only touch upon them in this place. And, 1. The 
Ads of the Father plotting and making the Covenant with 
Chrit Mediator, 1, He had a purpoſe to raiſe man through 
a Mediator, Eph. 1. 5, Having predeſtinated us unto the adop- 
rion of children, by Peſus Chriſt to himſelf, according to the 
good pleaſure of his will. 2. He choſe the Son for the do- 
ing this work, and us in him, Eph. 1.4, According as he 
hath choſen us in him before the foundation of the world. Plal. 


- By. 19, 1 have laid help upon one that is mighty. ;. He 


makes a Covenant with the Son, P/al. 8g; 3, I beve made 4

And firſt we thall 
enquire atter Chriſt; Calling to the office of Mediatorſhip, 
which we ſhall ſhortly diſpatch by anfwering of theſe three 
Queſtions. | 
Q. 1. How came Chriſt to undertake this work ? A. He 
was called to it: he did not intrude himſelf in the Media- 
tors Office, but was ſent and employed in the work : theſe 
things clear his calling to the work. 1. Several of his Names 
import -it, Afal. 3.1, He is called the Angel or Meſſen- 
ger of the Covenant. Beeauſe of his miſhon, and Gods fend- 
ing of him to do this work, &c. 1/4. 42. 1. My ſervant, 
and wize elefF. Becauſe of his being called, and employed 
by his Father : he was called a Servant or choſen Officer, 
formed for a ſpecial imployment, 1/a.

8. 24, Wi/dow was ſet up by the Father from everlaſtin 
d and appointed unto this high and honourable 
Ofhce and employment, to be Mediator of the new Cove- 
nant; yea, it muſt be ſo, 1. Since Gods Covenant with 
Chriſt is eternal, and his chuſing and deſignation of Chriſt 
to be Mediator, is in order of nature, betore his Covenant 
with Cbriſt: for it preſuppoſeth him to be Mediator, P/al. 
89. z, 1 hate made a Covenant with my choſen. 2. Becaulec 
our cleftion prefuppoſeth Chriſt firſt doko before us as the 
head of the Ele, Eph. 1.4. Therefore we are faid ro be 
choſen in Chriſt, i.e. as members of the head, or through hun 
as Mediator, although Chriſt be not the cauſe of EleQtion, 
or of Gods Love. 

2. Chriſt's calling to be Mediator, in reſpedt of his Furns- 
ture for executing that Office whereunto he was deſigned 
before time ; and in refpe&t of his being «veſted in the Of- 
fice, it is in time, to wit, when he was agvinted , which 
was at two times eſpecially : 

1, "When he took our nature upon him. 

2- When .he was to appear in the publick execution of 
his Offices, whereof more particularly when I come to ſpeak 
of his Unction, 

Uſe. MW: Chriſt be called unto this Office of Mediator- 
ſhip by God his Father from all cternity ; Then 1. wonder 
at the eternal love of God, and let your hearts be raiſed 
up to adore the unſearchahle riches of grace and wiſdom 
manifeſted in Gods early calling Chriſt to an Office and Ser- 
vice for our rake, and Chrilts voluntary ſubmiſſion to it. He 
knew well enough it would be too late to wait for our call: 
He knew. that we might dye in our fin, before we ſent for 
the Phyſician : . he did | well foreſee our fownels and back- 
wardnels to give him employment for making our peace; and 
therefore he prevented. us, Jahn $8. 27, Heb. 40. 

2, This way eſtabliſh our hearts in the fauh ofthe weight 
and preyalency of Chaiſts \Mediation z he being.no Wſurper, 
but 2 called choſen, ,pexſon, ſet in lawful Authority , all 
whoſe travels / receive weight from his Place and Calling : 
for beeauſe- he mas tent, and had .a commandment 30 travel

that was fer him to do, muſt profper , and his travels with 
b>th the parties muſt ail, Joh, 10, 36, Say ye of bim 
whom the Father hath ſanttified and ſent unto the world, Thou 
bl iſphemeſt, becauſe 1 ſaid ] am the Son of God?

And 8.3, For 
every High-prieſt is ordained to offer gifts and ſacrifices :where- 
fore it us of neceſſuy that this man have ſomenat alſo ro offer. 
Comfort your ſelves, believers in Chriſt, that beſides all the 
ſupports of your faith, which you may have from his union 
* nature with you, and his un&tion; from his propriety in 
you, and conſanguinity with you; from his gracious _ 
cations for that work ; you ow this moreover, That he is 
your Mediator by Calling, by Office, and can no more de-

Of Chriſts taking onr n#ture upon him, which 
is bis grand qualifecation for the Office of 
Mediatorſhip. 


{ir qualification and fitneſs for this Office of Media- 
torſhip, may be conſidered, 1. In his taking our nature 
upon him, wherein conſiſts the grand qualification, and fun- 
damental fitneſs of Chriſt for being Mediator of the New Co- 
venant. And 2. In other qualifications which reſult from the 
union of the two natures in him. Or we may conſider Chriſts 
qualifications for this Office in the union of thele two natures 
in him. 2. In his unftion. 

And 1. of Chrifts coming in the fleſh, and taking our nature 
upon him, which 1 call the chief and grand qualification of 
him for Mediatorſhip. This is a fundamental truth, and yet 
a _ myſtery. We think we know: this fo well, that it 
is below us to ſtudy it, to preach it, and to hear of itz but 

Aa?2 you 
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you arc not at the dottom of your unbekief an4 ignorance, 
if you know not that- this myſtery is lirtle known and be- 
licved, God manifeſted in the fleſh, ſeen of Angels, with ſtudy 
and delight, 1 Tm. 1. 36, with 3 Pet. t. 10, 11, 12, We 
hall conſider, 1. The reality of his human nature, and the 
aſſuming of it. 2. The tranſcendent love and condefcenti- 
on ſhewed by the Son of God in the taking our nature up- 
on him. 3. The honour and exalration of our nature; yea, 
and of us, by Jeſus Chriſt his raking it into a perſonal uni- 
on with the Divine nature. 4. How or in what reſpedts 
the taking of our nature upon him did qualifie him to be Me- 
diator of the New Covenant. $5. Something for the clear- 
ing of fome queſtions relating to this Myſtery, 

And 1, He took our nature really upon him : Jeſus Chriſt 
became truly man, as kindly a man as ever lived, verxs ſed 
non merus homo, true man , but not meer man. That word 
Kom. 8, z, ſimilitude of fieſk, is put for ſameneſs, as Augaſtine 
obſerves, Non quia Caro non erat caro, fed quia peccati caro 
non erat, Chriſts manhood was a true nature, yet no ſinful 
nature, but had only the ſomilitade or likeneſs of ſinful fleſh, 
becauſe he bare all our infirmities in which we lay through 
ſm: And it may appear thus: 1. Jeſus Chriſt hath taken 
mans natxre upon him, Heb. 2. 16, For verily be took_nor on 
bim the nature of angels, but be took, upon him the ſeed of A- 
braham : inayCarites, be catched at it, took, bold of it;, it 
properly ſignifies to catch one who is running away, or fal 
ling ir a pit; to fetch back or recover again : the ſame word 
that*s'uſed of Chriſt's catching hold of Peter when he was 
like to fink, Afar. 14. 31, it is anſwerable to the word uſed 
Gen, 19, 16, of the Angels laying hold on Let's hand. So 
did Chriſt in raking our nature upon him. 2. He took all 
the parts of a man, body and ſoul, Mat. 26, 3$, Then ſaith 
be amo them, My ſoul is exceeding ſorrowful unto death. Heb. 
10.5, A body haſt thou prepared me. Luke 24. ;9, Behold 

hands and my feet (that it is Imy ſelf ); bandle me and 
oy fio a ſpirit hath not fleſh and bones as ye ſee me have, 
3, He hath all the names of a man, Adam, Eneſh, Iſh, Ge- 
ber, whereof ſee Zech. 6. 12, and 13.7, Dan. 7.1;. 4. He 
took upon him all the affeftions of a man, fear, and ſorrow, 
and love, and anger, &. Mat..26. ;38, My ſoul is exceed-

ing ſorrowful ants death. Heb. 5. 7, And was heard in that 
be feared. Joh. 11. 33, 35, 3%, He groantd in the ſpirit and 
was troubled.----Feſus wept. Then ſaid the Jews, Behold, 
how be loved him. Mat. 10. 14, Aud when Jeſus ſaw it, he 
was much diſpleaſed, Mat. 21.12. 5, He took upon him 
all the fimlefs infirmities of a man, to hunger, thirſt, be 
weary,taflited, tempted, die, &c. Heb. 2.18, For in that 
be himſelf hath ſuffered, being remyted. Chap. 4.v. 15, For 
we have not an High-prieſt which cannot be touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities, but was in all points tempted like as 
we are, yer withoxt ſin. Chap. 5.v. 2, For that bs himſelf alſo 
ir compaſſed with infirmity. Mat. 8. 17, Himſelf took, our ini- 

wities, and bare our ſickneſſes. Chap. 4.v. 2, And when he 
bad faſted forty days, and forty nights, he was aftergards an 
hbunpred. 

T Confider, in Chriſts taking our nature upon him, his 
condeſcending love : union betwixt God and man was the 
great defign intended through the Mediator ;, this is brought 
about by his condeſcenſion, and our exaltation : where love 
is, it will ſtoop, and the greater condeſcenſion, the grea- 
ter love. 

Theſe things hold forth infinite condeſcending in Chriſts 


taking our nature upon him. 1. Conſider who condeſcends 


thus : The higher that the perſon be who condeſcends, the ' 


more love is in his condefcenſion: if it be a great conde- 
ſcending for God to lvok down upon things here below, 
P/al. 113.45, The Lord is hich above all nations, and bis 
glory above the beavens;, who Pumbleck himſelf to bebold the 
things in the heaven, and in the earth: What then muſt it 
be tor the Son of God to take upon him the form of a 
Creature / Phil. 2. 6, 7, Who being in the form of God, thought 
it not robbery to be equal with God. But made himſelf of ”o 
reputation, and took upon him the form of a ſervant, and was made 
in the likeneſs of man. That he that made the world ſhould 
be made of 4 women! That the immortal God ſhould be- 
come mortal fleſh! it were a great condeſcenſion, that the 
ſoul of a man ſhould enter into a worm, or that all the An- 

els ſhould become worms z, yet that were nothing to Chriſts 
Treping to take our nature uyon him. 2, Coalider what 
he took upon him, not our perſon, but our nature, Heb.2. 
15, 16, 


Of the Mediators Chap. XI. 
1s, 15, The ſeed of Abrabem, our ficlh and blood, that is 
our nature : many can be content to take upon them the 
perſons of men, to repreſent them, who yet would not be 
willing to take their nature; but Chriſt took our nature. 
3. The cnd wherefore he took our nature upon him, ſhew- 
eh yet more of his condeſcending. 1. It was that he 
might ſuffer, and that he might die for us in that gnature, 
Phd.2,3, And being found in faſtion as a wan, he humbled bumnſelf, 
and became obedient unto the death, even the death of the croſs. 
Non ad gloriam ſed ad ignominiam, to be abafed in our nature. 
2, It was for our good, not for any thing that it could 
profit him, Gal. 4.5. To redeem them that were under the 
l.uw, that we might receive the adoption of ſons. 4. He took 
our nature upon him, not for a day, or a ſhort time, but 
to continue fo : Ir may be a Prince at a Masque for a little 
time might be moved to take the form of a ſervant upon 
him; but to continue do, he would not be moved : but here 
is infinite condeſcenſivn, Chriſt takes our nature upon him, 
and keeps it ſtill, he will come again in our nature to 
judg the world, At. 1.11, This ſame Jeſus which is ta- 
ken up from you into heaven, ſhall come in' liks manner as ye 
beve ſeen him go into beaven. Chap. 17.v. 31, Becauſc be bath 
appaimed 4 day in the which he will judg the world in righte- 
euſneſr, by that man whom he bath ordained. Though he doth

Pr the right hand of the throne © w/ty, Heb. 5. 1. 
Yer he will & thoſe afts in our =_ _- when he ſhall 
deliver ap the kingdom, See Chap. 6. the Kingdom which 
he hath received as Mediator , he will not lay down 
our nature, 1 Cor. 15- 24 5. Conſider the time when he 
took our nature upon him 5; not when our nature was a vir- 
gin, but when it was defiled; not mans nature in innocen- 
cy, but in his fiaful, corrupted, condemned, accurſed e- 
ſtate, Row. 8. 3, In the _- of fonful fleſh. Chap. 5- v. 10, 
When we were enemies, and when all the Creatures did hate 
us ; when we were not worth the following, then he did 
thus condeſcend to love us, and follow us. 6. Conſider 
the manner of his taking our nature upon him. 1x. He doth 
not perſonate our nature, but is wade fleſb, Job. 1. 14. 
2. He docs it voluntarily and cheartully, and with carneſt 
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when we were not following him, but fleeing awa 

from him, he himſelf roſe out of his place aud, followed 
after us, and caught our nature, as, the words figrifies, Heb. 
2.7, And took, upon him the form of 4 ſervant. Plal. 40. 7, 
Then ſaid be, Lo, I come, ;, He takes our nature upon 
him, with all the ipfirmities of it, Heb. 2. 17, Wherefore in 
all things ut behoved him to be made like unto his brethren. 
Chap. 4. v. 15, For we have not an High-prieſ® which cannot 
be touched with the feeling of our infirmines, but was in all 

nts tempted, likg as we are, yet wit ſim. He would con- 
deſcend fo far, that in all things he would be like us ( fin 
only excepted); and ev.n in that, though he took not the 
corruption of fin, ,yet he took upon hin the guilt of 
our fin, ( 2 Cor. 5-laſt, For he hath made him to be fin for us, 
who knew no fin. He was legally the finner, though not 
tutrinſecally ), and the puniſhment thereof, Gal. 3. 13, Chriſt 
bath redeemed us from the curſe of the law bring made a curſe 
for #s. He was content to be nambred with the tranſgreſſors, 
Ia. 53. 12- -He was content to be puniſhed for our fins, 
even by God his Father. And, which is yet wonderful, that 
he —_— come as near to us as poſſible, he was content 
to condeſcend to be tempted to the thing wherewith it was 
impoſſible that he could be tainted, Afar. 4. 2. To be rempr- 
ed of the. Devil to (in, and yet the Prince of the world bad 
nought in him, Joh. 14.20. 7. Conſider the compariſon in- 
ftiruted by the Holy-Ghoſt, which doth yet further and 
more ſignificantly expreſs this condeſcending-love, Heb. 2. 
16, It was a favour which he denied to the Angels, «Sire 
not at all, or not in wiſe ;, he neicher looked after nor 
ſent, nor went after the Angels; he neither followed them 
nor took hold of their nature, nor ſuffered them to take 
hold of him; though theſe glorious ſpirits were incompa- 
rably far above us, that Chriſt would manifeſt himſelf, not 
in the moſt glorious Creatures, but in our fleſh, was ſtrange 
condeſcenſion ! 

;- In Chriſts taking our nature, we are to conſider the 
honour and exaltation of our nature, and of us in that uni- 
en. And, 1. That = ay —_ what honour is conferred, 
upon our nature by aluming it into the perfonal. 
union with the Godhead, 

Conſider,, 
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Conlider, 1- The nearer that w Creature is to God, 
the greater honour is put upon it. It is the hogour of peo- 
ple that are under ordinances, that they have God near to 
them; "Dcut. 4. 7, For what nation is there ſo great, who bath 
God ſo nigh wito them, a: the Lord our Gad 1s #n all things, 
that we call upon him for / |t is a more elpecial honour of 
thoie that have cfhces ia the houte of God, Heb. 5.4, And 
no man taketh this honour nnto himſelf. Now there is a 
threefold union, 1. Aforal, fo were men and Angels uni- 
red before the fall. 2. Myſtscal, fo are Believers united a- 
mongſt themſelves, and with Chriſt. 3. Hypoſtatical, fo is 
our nature united with the divine nature m the Perton of 
Chriſt; there is a pertonal union of opr nature with God ; 
this is the nearet union, and theretore the higheſt honour 
and exaltation, Heb. 1: 4; Bemg made ſo much better than 
the Angels, as he bath by inheritance obtained a more excel- 
lent name then they, 

- 2- Conſider the Sonſhip that Chriſt hath as Mediator, 
whereby vur nature is alio highly exalted ; the. Son of God 
and our nature have but one Sonſhip ; for ſilzatio eft perſone, 
Heb. 1. 5, For wunte which of the Angels, ſaid be at any time, 
Thou art Son, this day bave I begotten thee, And a- 
gain, 1 will be to him a Father, and be ſhall be to me a 
Son. 

3. Conſider the glorious communion that our nature hath 
by this union with the Son of God, *tis a high and greg 
communion, that Is and the ſpirits of juſt men are made 
perfet, have with God; but the communion that our na- 
ture hath with Chriſt, is far higher, Joh. 3.13, And no man 
hath aſcended wp to beaven, but be that came down fron hea- 
ven, even the Son of man which is im heaven, Even the man 
Chriſt is Gods fellow, Zech. 1 ;. 7, This is high communion 
indeed, whereby all the will of God is known to him, and 
ſo to our nature, Col. 1. 19, For it pleaſed the Father that in 
him ſhould all fulncſ; dwell. 

4+ What honour is it, that our nature ſhould be the 
Treaſury and Store-houſe of all the good which God intends 
ro dilpenſe to men and Angels? - Col. 2. g, For m 
bim dwelleth all the fulneſs of the Godhead bodily.

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and roſe again, 2, He was made under the Forfeiture and 
penalty of the Law ; which he fultiſled and aboliſhed ; to 
wit, the Forfeiture which we had incurred, aud by For- 
feirure had brought our ſelves under the penalty of death 
therein contained, Col. 2. 14, Blotring out the hand-writing 
of ordinances that was againſt ni, which was contrary to us, 
and rook it out of the way, nailing it to his croſs. this 
he ſatisfied by his obcdierice, even to the luffering of death 
noſtra vice, in our ſtead or room and fo he ſatisfied the 
Law fully, and cancelled the ſentence thereof. 

2, He was made under the Ceremonial Law, Luk. 2. 21, 
22,23, 24, And when eight days were "accompliſhed, for the 
purification of the child, bis name was called Feſus, &c. Ce- 
remonies fall under a threefold conſideration: 1. As they 
are Ordinances, and fo he was made under them to ſanife 
them, for Chriſt needed not circumciſion nor baptiſm, but 
dy him they are fanftified. 2. As they are rypes, and fv 
the whole Ceremonial Law was fulfilled in Chriſt, Ce.2. 
17, Which are a ſhadow of things to come, but the body i: 
Chriſt. 3. As they are burdens, and ſo they are removed 
by Chriſt, A#. 5. 10, Now therefore, why tempt ye God to 
put a yoke upon the neck, of the diſciples which neither our fa- 
thers nor we were able to bear. 

He was then made under the Ceremonial Law, to fulfil 
and aboliſh it: for if Chriſt had not come and been under 
it, we had ſtill remained under the burden of it: but by 
his being a Jew, made under the Law, we enjoy theſe privi- 
ledges of freedom from that yoke which believers enjoy under 
the new Teſtament.

Queſt. 7, Why is Chriſt made man in the fuloels of time, 
and not ſooner nor later ? 

Anſw. It may fatisfie and content us, that it is written, 
Gal. 4. 2, that was the time appoyguted of the Father. It liked 
him to appoint that time; yet for further ſatisfaftion (if 
further be neceſſary or attainable ), 

Conſider, 1. God will have the world to know their 
own condition, to try their own wiſdom, and he will give 
them time to do fo , if the world cando any thing for them- 
ſelves to deliver the creature from vanity and bondage, unto 
which it was made ſubje&t by reaſon of corruption; and 
when the world in ſo long time might ſee that they could 
do nothing for their own happineſs and Redemption , then 
God will tend his Son, and let out his wiſdom in Chrift, 
that had been hid from the world ever ſince the fall, =_ 
[4 
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the Law of God written in mans heart was corrupted, and 


all things out of order; fo that by the ight of nature, and 


rules of virtue, no man cculd find out way to happi- 
neſs, nor diſcover any thing of Chriſt, 1 Cor.1.20,21, Whers 
is the wiſe ? where is the ſcribe ? where is the diſputer of this 
world? hath not God made fooliſh the wiſdom of this world? 
For after that in the wiſdom of God, the world by wiſdom 
knew wot God; it pleaſed God by the fooliſhneſs of preaching 
fo ſave them that belicye. 

2. God will have his people to wait long, and to be much 
exerciſed, before he let out great mercies, and fulfil great 
promiles to them. And fo it is in this: If in the fulfilling 
of the promiſe of bringing Abraham's ſeed to Canaan, he 
would be fo long waited on; If in the deſtruftion of An- 
tichriſt he will be ſo many years waited” on, before he ful- 
fil his promiſe z What wonder that he will be waited on for 
the promiſe of Chriſt longer , even till che fulneſs of time, 
this being the 7 ny promile that ever he made to his 
people ? He will have the conſolation of Iſraelwaited for,and 
redemption in Jeruſalem looked for, Luke 2. 25, 38. 

Betore we proceed to ſpeak of Chriſts union, and his 
qualifications for his Mediatorſhip reſulting thence ;, let us 
firſt make ſome uſe of this union of the two natures in 
Chrut, this great fundamental qualification of him for the 
Office of our Mediator, that he is God and Man ; that 
for his due qualification he hath raken our fleſh into his 
perſon, therein to ſubſiſt, 

In the union of the two natures in the Perſon of our 
Mediator, 1.

Let us admire 
and wonder at his love : It was love that made him con- 
deſcend; it hath been and will be the admiration of An- 
gels, Luke 2.

4. Theſe three Offices in our Mediator , do molt plea- 
fantly confpire in aiding and ſupporting one another, that 
each Office may be vigorous and effeftual for the end of his 
Mediation.

Let us ſtody t6 be acquainted with our. n<<d of 
Chriſt in all his Offices : Some men know hot thcir nee:! of a 
Prieſt, but very few know their need 'of a Teacher: they 
think they are very knowing, while they are blind ; but far. 

tewer 
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fewer know their nee of a King z they think they can rule 

themſelves. Row. 7.9, For I was alvye without the law once : 
bat when the commandment came, fin revived, and I died. And 
yet our need of all theſe is ſuch, that we could not have 
been m_— ſaved, if any of theſe Offices had been want- 
ing in our Mediator : we ſtand in need of a Prophet, a Prieft, 
and a King. 

2. Study to know, and be convinced, that there is in us 
a natural enmity againſt all theſe Offices of Chriſt the Me- 
diator : 1. Enmity againſt him as a Prophet , againſt his 
Teaching and his Truth; diflixing his truths which croſs 
our luſts, Fohn 6. 60, Many therefore of his Diſciples when 
they bad heard this, ſaid, This is an hard Jaying ; Who cat 
bear it ? hing and reſiſting the voice and teaching of his 
Spirit. 1/a. 63. 10, But they rebelled and vexed bis boly Spi- 
rit. 2. Enmity againſt him as a Prieſt, by undervaluing hi 
Perſon, — Satisfaftion, Righteouſneſs, Merits, Roms. 
IO. 3, For t ing ignorant of Gods righteouſneſs, and go- 
ing about to eſtabliſh their own righteouſneſs, have not ſubmut- 
ted themſelves nnto the righteouſneſs of God. 1. Enmity a 
gainſt him as a King; againſt his ſpiritual Worſhip, Com- 
mands, Wages : a principle which controuls them, and re-

;- We muſt take with our need of Chriſt in theſe his Of- 
fices, and lay down our enmity againſt them; that is, ia the 
knowledg that we need not only a Prieſt, but a Prophet, and 
aKing; we muſt break off our rebellions againſt theſe his 
Offices, and lay down the wea whereby we have oppo- 
ted them, which are mainly ſelf conceit, and knowledg, or 
Science, faſly ſo called, ney Jr Prophet, 1 Cor. 8. 
2, And if any man think that be kyoweth chin he know- 
eth nothing yet as he onght to know : and felt-will, oppoſmg 
his Kingdom, refuſmg to admit of his Laws within us, Lake 
19. 14, We will po bed this man to rale over #« : and felf- 
worth, or righteouſneſs, oppoling his Prieſthood , by ſetting 
up — in the placeof it, Rom. 10. 3, For they being 
$gnorant of Gods righteouſneſs, and yoing about to eſtablsſh their * 


own righteouſneſs, &c. 


Ff 4. Let 
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4- Let us by all means take heed that the grace of God 
tendred to us through a Mediator in all theſe Offices, be not 
in vain, through our not ſecking to it, and laying hold on 
it, Heb.4.1, 2, Let ws therefore fear, leſt a promiſe being 
left wa of entring into his Reſt, any of you head ſeem ts come 
ſhort of it. For unto #s was the Goſpel preached, as well a 
unto them : but the word preached did not profit thew , net 
being mixed with faith in them that heard it. A Court of 
Juſtice is a publick Sanftuary; but it aually relieveth 
none but thoſe that ſeek unto it, Heb. 6. 18, We might 
have a ſtrong conſolation who have ſled for refuge, to lay hold 
on the hope ſet btfore w. It is in vain as to our profit, that 
Chriſt carrieth theſe Offices, if we do not make application 
to him for his Teaching, his Sacrifice, and his Government , 
Gal.2.21, Do not Shs the grace of God : for if righte- 
onſneſs come by the Law, then Chriſt is dead in vain. 2 Cor. 
6. 1, 9, We beſeech you alſo, that ye receive not the grace of God 
in Van, ' 

5. Let us haye our hearts jointly and equally ſatisfied to 
receive him in all his Offices, and not to divide his compleat 
Union, 1/a. 55.4, Behold, I have given bim for ' a wit- 
neſs to the people, a leader and commander to the people. Atts 
5. 3l, Him bath God exalted with his right hand, to be a 
Prince and a Saviour, to give repentance to Iſrael, and for- 
giveneſs of ſins. Jer. 31.343z 34; But this ſball be the Co- 
venant that I will make with the houſe of Iſrael after thoſe 
days, ſaith the Lord, 1 will put my law in their ingard parts, 
and write it in their hearts , and will be their God, and they 
ſhall be my people. And they ſhall reach no more every man 
his neighbour, ſaying , Know the Lord : for all ſhall know me 
from the leaſt - 6d unto the greateſt of them, ſaith the Lord; 
for I will forgive their iniquity , and I will remember their 
ſon no more. 1 Cor. 1. 30, But of him are ye in Chriſt Jeſus, 
who of God is made unto us wiſdom, and righteouſneſs, and 
ſanttification and redemption. There be who divide his Ot- 
fices, who would be ſaved by his Prieſthood, but will neither 
be taught by his Prophecy, nor ruled by his Kingdom. 
2. Others, who would be both faved and taught , bur not 


'commanded by him. Again, There be who would divide 


the things belonging to his Offices : As 1- who would ſub- 
| mr 
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ſubmit themſelves to the inward teaching of his Spirit. 2. Who 
will be content to take his ſatisfaQtion, ang merit of his death, 
but think they need not his interceſſion. z, Who would 
take the proteion of his — but will not have the 
Laws and Government thereof. 4. Who would be made 
happy by his means, but will not be made holy. 

6. Let us labour to ſeek within us the experiment of the 
virtue of each of his Offices, and of the ſeveral parts there- 
of, and things pertaining to the ſame. 

And 1. of h& Prophecy; and that not only of his doing 
the part of a Prophet, in ſhewing to us things more plea- 
ſant, but things more bitter alſo, even our fin, and his re- 
proofs, Joh. 16.8, And when he is come , he will reprove the 
world of fin, and of righteouſneſs, and of judzment. Plal. 50. 
21, But I will reprove thee, and ſet them in order before thine 

es. 

F 2. Let us ſtudy to experience the power and efficacy of his 
Prieſthood in both parts thereof, of his Satisfation, and of 
his Interceſſion, of the death and life of our Prieſt, and 
that to all the intents of theſe parts of that Office, for Re- 
conciliation, for acceſs to God, for bringing you in favour, 
for keeping you in favour, for perſeverance, for righteouſ- 
neſs, for holineſs, and for ſalvation ,- Rom. 5.9, 10, Much 
more then being now juſtified by his blood, we ſhall be ſaved 
from wrath through him. For if when we were enemies, we were 
reconciled to God by the death of his Son: much more being 
reconciled, we ſhall be ſaved by his life. Heb. 4. 14, Seeing 
then that we have a great High-Prieſt that is paſſed into the 
heavens, Jeſus the Son of God, let us hold faſt our profeſſion. 
And 10. 22, Let us draw near, in the full aſſurance of faith, 
having our hearts ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, and our 
bodies waſhed with pure water. 1Cor. 1. 36, But of him are 
ye in Chriſt Feſus, who of God is made unto us wiſdom, and 
righteouſneſs, ſanttification, and redemption. Afts 5.31, Him 
hath God exalted with bis right hand, to be a Prince and 4 
Saviour, for to give repentance to Iſrael, and forgiveneſs of 
fins. Heb. 9. 15, And for this cauſe he is the Me duater of the 
New Teſtament, that by means of death for the redemytion of 
thertranſereſſions that were under the firſk Teſtament , they 
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which are called might reogwe the promſe of eternal inheri. 
rance. 

3. Let it be our endeavour alſo to feel within ys the 

virrue of his Kingdom, by taking on his yoke, ſubmixti 
to his commands, Mat. 11. 29, T aky my yoky wpon you. 
mitting him as a Ting upon a thaone, to rule within vs, 
Luke 17. 21, Behold the kingdom of God us within you. Yield- 
ing him ſervice, Plal.2, 11, 12, Serve the Lord with fegr, 
and rejoyce with trembling. Kiſs the ſon leſt be be angry. Sub- 
duing your luſts, 2 Cor. 10. 4, 5, For the weapons of our war- 
fare are not carnal, but mighty . through God, to the palling 
down of ſtrong holds : caſting imaginarions, and | 
thing that exalteth it ſelf againſt the knowledg of God;, and 
bringing into capuroey every thought ts the obedience of Chriſt, 
Comuutting your felves to his proteQion , and making it 
your refuge, 2 Tim, 1, 12, For 1 know whom I bave belie- 
ved;, and I am perſwaded, that he is able to heep that which 
1 have committed unto him againſt that day. 
Uſe 5. Try your improving of Chriſts Offices, and whe- 
ther he carrieth them in vain as to your reaping profit by 
them. 1- In general: 1. _—_— delight in the wie con» 
jun&tion of them, infomuch that if ig were at your diſpo- 
fing, ye could not be content that any of them were want- 
ing in him. 2. By your unſatisfiednels with your ſelves un- 
til you have had ſoine good, and found tome effe&t of each 
of them upon you. 

2. More Partcaarty? 1, If yoy have been under the ef- 
ficacy of Chriſts Prophelie, no outward teaching will Gti- 
fie you, till you feel the power of his Spirit teaching you 
inwardly. 2. If you have been under the efficacy of his 
Prieſthood, no ſacxifice, nor ſervice, nor prayers of your 
own will be OP on, but his Sacrifice —_ Interceſhon on- 
ly. 3. If you have felt the efficacy of his Kingdem, no ex- 
ternals of a well-ordered and ruled walk, will content you, 
without bis Kingdom within you. 


CHAP. XIV. 


Of the Mediator's Unfion as it relateth to the 
endowing of him with all requiſite Qualife- 
cations for that Work, 


HE aq of CH nn is alſo con- 

lequent to his perional union ) is the furniſhing and fit- 
ring of him with ipecial Requiſites and Furniture for the 
work of Mediation z and parnecularly, he is anointed with 
requiſite qualifications for the diſcharge of theſe three high 

es unto which he was deſigned, to be a King, a Prieſt, 
and a Prophet to his Church: And this alſo is comprehen- 
ded in the Avownring from which our Mediator has his name, 
Meſſiah, or Chriſt, Joh. 1. 41. Luke vg. 20. 

Of this part of his Un&tion we ſhall fpeak, 1. More ge- 
nerally, laying open what isis, and the comprehenſive phra- 
ſes of Scripture which ſpeak of it. 2. More particularly, 
pointing at the ſpecial graces which were required, and were 
found eminently in our Mediator. 

And 1. of his Undction in- general, whereby the Godhead 
made the Manhead Full of himſelf, and of all the cormmu- 
nicable yu and gifts of the Spirit, to fit him for the \ 
work of a Mediator. 

The Scripture-phraſes concerning this undtion, or fitneſs 
and furniture of Chriſt for his Mediatorſhip, are exceeding 
large and comprehenſive, Pſal. 45- 2, 7, Thow art fairer than 
the children of men : grace us d into thy lips----thy God 
bath anounted thee with che oy! of gladneſs above thy fellows. 
There his undtion with the Holy Ghoſt, and graces of the 
Spirit, compared to off ( which in regard of its nararey re- 
freſheth and makerh fit-for uſe; and in regard of its »/o, 
was imployed for figuriog and ſignifying mens fitneſs for rhe 
calling), is extolled comparatively, comparing it with the 
unction of believers; a large effuſion of the Spirit was upon 
him after an extraordinary meaſure and manner, Jobs x, 14, 
For God giveth not the ſpirit by meaſure unto bin: ——_— 

without 
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without meaſure: 5.e. moſt abundantly : the like phraſe ſee 
Ezra 7. 22, And ſalt, without preſcribmg how much. Chriſt 
did receive the gifts of the Spirit in fuch abundant meaſure, 
that he might have an. overflowing meaſure in him, that 
ſhould run over, and fill all his members, Joh. 1.14, 16, ful 
of grace and trath. And of his fulneſs bave all we received, 
and grace for grace. 1Joh.2.27, But the anointing that ye 
have received of him, abideth in you : and ye need not that avry 
man teach you, &c. Eph. 4. 7, But unto one of us is i 
grace, according to the meaſure of the gift of Chriſt, And 1.2;, 
The fulneſs of him that filleth all in all. As 10. 38, He is 
{aid to be anointed with the boly Ghoſt and with power , ha- 
ving both IWrewy and igvier, given to him, both might 
authority , Mat. 28. 18, Al power is given unto me in 
beaven and in earth. Joh. 17. 2, thou beſt gives him power 
over all fleſh. 1 Cor. 1.:24, Chriſt the power of God, and the 
* wiſdom of God. And Col. 1. 19, It pleaſed the Father that in 
him ſhould all fulneſs dwell - that is , admirable perfeCtion of 
Grace; he hath all worth in his perſon, nothing is wanting 
in him that may compleat his peoples happineſs : ſome ſhort 
view of the Graces wherewith he was filled, we have 1/a. 
. 11.2, 3z4, 5, And the ſpirit of the Lord fhall reſt upon him, 
. the ſpirit of wiſdom and underſtanding , the ſpirit of counſel 
and might, the ſpirit of knowledg, pa. the fear of the Lord: 
And ſhall make him of quick underſtanding in the fear of the 
Lord: and he ſhall not judg after the fight of bus eyes, nei- 
ther ſhall reprove after the hearing of bis ears» But with 


righteouſneſs ſhall be judg the poor, and reprove with equity for 
the meck_of the earth: and he ſhall ſmite the earth with the 
rod of his month ;, and with the breath of bis lips ſhall be ſlay 
the wicked. And righteouſneſs ſhall be the eirdle of bis loins, 
and faithfulneſs the girdle of bis reins, Rom. 15. 12, And 
ain Eſaias ſaith, There ſhall be a root of Feſſe;, and he 

that ſhall riſe to reign over the Gentiles, in him ſhall the Gen- 
tiles truſt. And Col.2.3, All the treaſures of wiſdom and know- 
ledg \, not abſolutely taken for infinite knowledg, as the words 
+ to the human nature of Chriſt ; but relatively, for a 
marvellous height of perfeftion of theſe things, ſuch as was 
uifire for his Mediatorſhip in order to our ſalvation. A- 
gain, Col. 2. 9, it's laid of him, The fulneſs of the _ 
tl; 
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dwells ia bim bodily, i. e. perſonally, by the union of the di- 
vine nature with Tm Lows in "= unity of his 

the perſe&t D:ity of the Son, with all his Attributes ( and 
not only in regard of particular gifts and graces, as he dwet- 
leth in the Prophets and Saints), but as the foul dwelleth 
in the body, perſonally, or ſabſtantially, in oppoſition to the 
ſhadows of the Old Teſtament. 

But mainly, by the anointinz of Chriſt with the Holy 
Ghoſt, we underſtand two things, which we find joined with 
the Spirit promiſed to him: 1. All the Gitts and Graces 
of the Spirit in copious anJ abundant mzafure, and accor- 
ding to the higheſt pitch and degree that the human na- 
ture of Chriſt was capable to receive; an4 to th= Spirit pur 
upon him, is joined with the variety and eminzncy of excel- 
cellent gifts, ſa. 11. 2, &c, 2, The unutterable aſſitance 
and pretence of the Spirit, bzarin? his Haman nature up in 
all that he was to do as M:diator, that he ſhould not ſerve 
on his own charges: $Sze 1/4. 42.1,2, Behold my ſervant 
whom I have choſen : mine ele(}, in whom my ſou! diliphteth. 
I] have put ”) ſpirit upon him: he ſhall bring forth judoment 
to the Gentiles : He ſhall not cry, nor lift up, nor cauſe his 
voice to be heard in the ſtreet, &&c. Plal.89.21, With whom 
hand ſhall be eſtabliſhed : mine arm alſs ſhall ſtrengthen him. 
And both thele the holy Human nature of Chriſt needed, 
for thele reaſons: 1. For the things which he was to ſuf- 
fer : If Chriſt had nothing to do but altive obedience, the 
fpirit of Adaw, or confirm:d Angels, might have done his 
turn: but he had another work to d» (which would have 
cruſhed thoſe excellent creatures ) to fatisfie juſtice, and lye 
under the infinite wrath of God, and therefore needed more 
than they received, Heb. 9. 14, Hz is faid to have offered up 
himſelf, by che power of the eternal ſpirit, which | take to ſignifie, 
not only the Godhead which gave value to his ſuffering, bur 
the aſſiſtance of the Holy-Ghoſt, wheredy he was marvellouſlly 
helped (IL mizan his humaae nature) to go through thoſe 
ſufferings. 2. Becauſe his anointing was intended to run 
over to his people, and the off fallings of it was deſiznzd 
to fill thm; therefore it b:hoved to bs without m:afure ; 
ſuch a mzalure as cannot bz comprehzaded by any other 
creature, Job. 1. 16, Of his fulkeſs do we receiv? Plal. 13 ;. 
2, It 
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2, It is like the precious oyntaent upon the bead, that ran down 

the beard, even Aarons beard, that went down to the 
y oy of his garments. Plal. 68. 18, Thos haſt aſcended on 
high, thou haſt led captivity captive , thou haſt received gifts 
for men; yea, for the rebellious alſo, that the Lord might > La 
among them : with Eph. 4.8, He ledcaptroity captive, and gave 
gifts unto men, Joh. 5.26, For as the Father hath -4 mm him- 
ſelf, ſo hath he given to the Son to have life in himſelf. 1;. Be- 
cauſe God hath fo contrived the buſmefs of Grace, that no 
created thing can a& without the ſpirit: not Adam, not 
the Angels, not the holy humane nature of Chrilt; that all- 
creatures might be known to have no ſelt-fufficiency, bur 
to be very depending things upon God, and upon grace, 
the aſſiſting-grace of his Spirit, that framed them, and gave 
them being, Mat. 3.15, And Feſus anſwering, ſaid unto him, 
Suffer it to be ſo now, for thus it becometh ws to fulfil all 
righteouſneſs. Rom. 11. 36, For of him, and through him, 
and to him are all things, to whom be glory for ever. 

For a further clearing of «his part of Chriſts Union, 
I lay down theſe four Poſitions : 

1. Concerning the Nature thereof, that it was the ſame 
with the Un&tion of believers; it was not one fpirit which 
Chriſt received, and another which believers receive: grace 
in him, and in them, differ not in kind, but in degrees : Sce 
Joh. 1. 14, 16, And the word was made fleſh, and awelt among 
Ks, aud we beheld bis glory, the glory as of the only begorren 
of the Father, full of grace and truth, And 4 s fulneſs 
bave all we received, and grace for grace. Plal. 45. 7, 
God bath anointed thee ad che oyl of gladneſs above thy fel- 
lows. Gal. 4.6, And becanſe ye are ſons, God hath fent forth 
the ſpirit of his Son into your hearts, crying, Abba Father. 
Rom. 8, 9, 11, But ye are not in the ſb, bh in the ſpirit, 
if ſo be that the ſpirit of God dwell in you. Now if any 
man have not the ſpirit of Chrift, he is none of his.----But 
if rhe ſpirit of him that raiſed up Jeſus from the dead dwell 
2 you, he that raiſed up Chriſt from the dead, ſball alſo quick: 
en your mortal bodies, by bis ſpirit that dwelleth in you, For, 
Conſider the UnQion of the humane Nature of Chriſt, 
1. It was Created-grate wherewith he way anointed : it was 
grace given upon the one part, and received upon the other : 
it 
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it was grace-poured out and infuſed in the ſame manner as 
believers receive grace, Pſal. 68. 18, Thou haſt received gif 
for men, yea, for the rebellious alſo, that the Lord mughe U 
among them. Plal.45.2,7, Grace is poured into thy lips, therefore 
bath God bleſſed thee far ever. Thou leveſt righteouſneſ1,and ha- 
reſt wickedneſs, therefore God,thy God, hath anointed thee with oyl 
o ladneſs above thy fellows. 2.1t was grace, which being finite, 

F receive encreaſe, Lak, 2. 40, 52, And the child grew, and 
waxed ſtrong in ſpirit filled with wi/dom,and the grace of God was 
- #pon him. An Fe encreaſed in wiſdom and (tatzre, and in 

fs with God and man ; as all his members do, Eph. 4. 1 3, 
Till all we come in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledg of the 
Son of God, unto a per fett man, unto the meaſure of the ſtature of 
the ſulneſs of Chriſt. 3. It muſt needs be of the ſame kind,ſee- 
ing our grace and UnQtion is part of his fulneſs, Zob.1. 16,, And 
of bis ulneſs have all we recerved and grace for grace. 1 Joh. 2. 
20,27,But ye have an anttion from the holy one.--- But the anoint- 
ing which you have recesved of him, abideth in you. Yet ſo, as 
Chriſt is not degraded from his Soveraignty by his partners ex- 
altation, Col. 1. 18, And be is the head of t bad, the Church ; 
who is the beginning, the firſt-born from the dead, that in all 
things be mught bave the preheminence, 

2. Concerning the meaſure of Chrifts Union : althou 
his Un&tion differ not in kind from the Un&tion of belie- 
vers; yet the meaſure of it fo far exceeds our meaſure, that 
in relpe& thereof it is without meafure, and yet the hu- 
mane Nature of Chriſt had not infinite grace; for thereof 
It was not capable: it is as the Ocean compared with the 
drop of a Bucket, the ſpirit and grace was in him as water” 
in the Fountain ;, in us, as water in the Ciſternz; communi-' 
cation in regard of Chriſt, is full and immediate ; grace is 
in him as the money in the treaſure, which is disburſed to 
us according to our need ;, grace is in him as life and ſenile 
is eminently in_ the heart and head, which is diffuſed into 
his members, Foh. 5. 26, For as the Father bath life in bim- 
ſelf, ſo hath he given to the Son to have life in himſelf. Chap. 
6.v. 57, As the living Father hath ſent me, and I love by the 
Father : ſo he that cateth me, even be ſhall live by me. Pſal.

26, For ſuch an High-prieſt became ns, who 1s holy, harmleſs, 
wndefiled, ſeparate ; ſinners, and made higher than the 
heaven, And from the glorious effefts thereof,which did early 
appear in him, Lak. 2. 42, to 49. Yet ſo, as he did more 
fully receive. the anointing, and the {pirit without meaſure, 
when he was to appear publickly, in the entire execiiting of 
his Offices, which was about the thirtieth year of his age; 
Luk. 3.23, with 4. 1, 22, And Jeſus being —_—— Hay. 
Ghoſt, Wc.---- And all bare him witneſs, and wondred at the 
gracious words which proceeded out of his month, Which was 
typified in Davids being twice anointed, once when he was 
firſt deſigned King, 1 Sem, 16.1;. And again, whett” he 
was inveſted in the preſence of the people, 2 Sam. 2. 4.- 
Which was alfo held forth in the viſible ſign of the Holy. 
Ghoſt, his deſcending upon him- at his baptiſm, Afar. 3. 16. 
And was intimated to Fohn before-hand,. Joh. 1. 3 3, 34, And” 
1 knew' him niet : but he that ſent me to baptize with water, the 
ſame ſaid unto me, Upon whom thou ſhalt ſee the ſpirit 
deſcending and remaining on him, the ſame is be which bapti- 
zeth with the Holy-Gheſt, And I ſaw, and bare record, that 
this is the Son of God, i.e. That he who as man ſhould-re- 
ceive the ſpirit, ſhould alſo- as God, yea. as Mediator, give 
the ſpirit to others. |

this Requifite moſt eminently; he is ſuch a Perſon who is 
not only of Kindred to both parties, but by that rare con- 
junftion of the two Natures in his Perſon, who is God man , 
he is equally diftant from , and drawing near to both par- 
ties ( whereof I ſpoke before wben I treated of the Union 
of the two Natures : and therefore will notinſt here ).

of each of his Offices, from his Obedience, Suffering , Re- 
furre&ion, Interceſſion, Heb 9g. 14, How mich more ſhall the 
Blood of Chriſt, who through the eternal Spirit offered up himſelf 
without ſpot to God, purge your Conſcience from dead works, 
te ſerve the lrving God. And 7425, Wherefore be «s able 
alſo to ſave them to the uttermoſt that come unto God by him , 
feeing he ever liverh to make interceſſion for them, Eph. 1. 19, 
20, According to the working of his power , which he wrought 
in Chriſt, when he raiſed hum from the dead, and ſet him at 
bis own right hand in the heavenly places. None of which 
could be performed by his Human Nature alone, without 
concurrence” of his Godhead, , True it is indeed , we may 
conceive ſome As wherein the Humanity of Chriſt did not 
concyr with his Divinity , w#z- Thoſe that he wrought be- 
fore his Incarnation : but none wherein his Humanity ated 
without his Divinity. It followeth therefore, that Chriſt 
performeth this Office as God-madg. 

3. If many chief / eſſential as of Chriſts Mediation, are 
from the Deity of Chriſt, as from the next, proper, formal, 
and immediate cauſe, then Chriſt pertormeth-ygt the Office 
of Mediator as Man only, but as God-man : but many chief 
eſſential as of Chriſts Mediation are from his Deity, as 
the next, proper, formal, unmediate cauſe: Ergo, cc. The 
Minor is proved by theſe inſtances: The Incarnation of Chriſt. is 
from the Deity , which did affume - the Humanity 7 which 
when it was not, could not afſume it ſelf.

4. If Chriſt as Mediator performed many divine afts, 
which cannot be from his Humanity alone, Taen Chriſt per- 
formeth not the Office of Mediaterſhip as Man only, but as 
God alſo : But Chriſt as Mediator pertormeth many Divine 
afts, which cannot be from his Humanity alone, fuch as his 
riſing from the dead, which was by the power of his Deity, 
Rom. 1. 4, And declared to be the Son of God with power, ac- 
cording to the Spirit of holineſs, by the reſuxrxhion of Jeſus from , 
the dead. And 8. 3,4, Whe is he that condemueth ? u 1s Chrift 
that died, yea rather that 1s riſen again; who is even at the 
right hand of God, who alſo maketh interceſſion for us. Eph. 1. 
19, 20, Chriſt as Mediator hath power, and authority to 
forgive fins, and fend the, _= Spirit, to enlighten the un- 
ati, to ſoften the hearts of men, and that not 
only meritoriouſly , but efficiently, which are the proper 
works of God: Afar. 2. 10, But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power on earth to forgrue ſins. Joh, 15. 26, 
But when the Comforter is come, whom | will ſend unto you 
from the Father, even the Spirit of truth which proceedeth from 
the Father, he ſhall teſtify of we.

5- If none of the works performed by Chriſt 3; Media- 
tor, whether the works of Miniſtry that were performed by 
him, in the Nature of man, or the works of Authority and 
Power performed by the Divine Nature, were performed 
without the concurring of the other Nature in Chriſt; Then 
Chriſt performeth the Office of Mediator not as God alone,nor 
as Man only, . but according to both. Natures as God-man : but 
the former is true , Ergo, &c., The Major is proved by parts. 

1. The works of Miniſtry which were performed in the Na- 
ture of man, and were the works of Chrifts Humanity, fuch 
as were his death upon the Croſs, &c. yet the Divine 
Nature was concurring jn thete, not only to ſupport and 
ſuſtain the Human, but the thing done had its es, dig- 
nity, and value, from his Diviouty, in that they were the 
works 
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works of him that is God, Tt' was the Son of God, the 
Lord of life, that died on the Crofs, but it was the Na- 
fure of Man; not of God, wherein he died; yet it was the 
Divine Nature that did ſupport him, and gave worth to his 
ſacrifice, 2. The works of authority and power, ſuch as the 
remitting of ſins, giving the Spirit, raiſing the dead, ec. 
which were the works of his Divine Nature; yet were not 
done without an inſtrumental concurrence of the Nature of 


man. 

6. If the end of the Perſonal union of the two Natures of 
Chriſt, be the fitting and qualifying of him for the Office of 
Mediatorſhip ( as is before cleared), then the two Natures 
do and muſt neceflarily concur in the works of mediati- 
on ( at leaſt after theſe were united ) elſe the union of the 
two Natures had not been geceſſary in Chriſt ; for the ſame 
neceſſity is for the concurring of the proper works | of the 
two Natures in the Mcdiators work, that is, for the union 
of the two Natures in his perſon: the end of that union 
being to fit him to a& in this Office as a qualified per- 
ſon. 

Objeft, 1 Tim. 2. 5, The Mediator is called, the man Chriſt 
Feſws. Hence ſome infer that he is Mediator according to his 
Human Narure only. 

Anſw. There is a vaſt difference betwixt theſe two: the 
man Chriſt is Mediator, and he is Mediator only as Man : 
the .man Chriſt is that perlon, not any other man, not any 
meer man; that perſon who was God and Man in one per- 
fon, and ſtood as a'fit middle b::wixt both the partics: fo 
that Afar is not' here taken nataraliter, but perſonaliter : not 
naturally but perſonally; it being moſt uſual to name the 
perſon of Chriſt from -cither nature exerorie ifroudrer, a 
communication of Properties: ſee 1 Cor. 2.8, For bad t 
known it, they would not have Crucified the Lord of Glory.

He afts as 
a man alſo, very tenderly and condeſcendingly , Heb. 7. 25, - 
Wherefore be ws able alſo to ſave thew 1 the uttermoſ} that 
come wnto God by him, ſeeing be ever liveth to make interce[- 
fion for thew. With 2. v7, 18, Wherefore in all things it be- 
boved bim to be made like nnto bis brethren, that be might be 
4 merciful and fanthful High-Prieft im things pertaining to God, 
to makg reconciliation for the ſins of the people. For in that 
be himſelf bath ſuffered , being tempred , be is able to ſnccor 
them that are tempted Plal.2, 7, 8, I will declare the decree:

Belgge. his in- 
carnation, he was ſecretly and i=viſibly a Mediator in Hea- 
ven : after his Incarnation, he did v/ibly at that part upon 
Earth, and then went into the holieſt to continue in the 
exerciſe of this Ofhce, Heb. 9. 24, Now to appear in the pre« 
ſence of God for «s. 

Uſe. This alſo ſhould contribute 'to eſtabliſh our faith, 
while our Mediator is abſent from us, or rather while we 
are abſent from him, and he- is out of our ſight: If this 
Office was eftetual for the good of believers, defore he actu- 
ally offered facrifice, or interceded, how much more when 
he hath aQually done -both theſe? Have we any better ſup- 
port of Faith ? if his Mediation was effeQttal before he was 
a compleat Mediator , and had not yet taken our nature 
upon him, ſhall we not believe now the efficacy thereof, af- 
ter he is the Man Chriſt? If his Mediation was effeQuual 
while he had not yet come down from Heaven to a& vi- 
fibly here on Earth 3 how much more when he hath finiſhed 
the work, and is now returned, and gotten his Fathers wel- 
come? Believe it, he is at Court, though he be out of our 
ſight. 

© Concluſion 3- That Jeſus the Mediator of the New Co- 
venant executeth this Office, as well in the ſtate of his Ex- 
altation,as Humiliation, © Heb. 7, 24, 25, But this man, be- 
tanſe he continueth tver, hath an withangeable Prieſthood. 
Wherefore he is able alſo to ſave them to the utmoſs that come 
unto God by bim, ſering be ever liveth to make interceſſion for 
them. But with ſome obſervable difference, which -is to be 
ſeen, 1.

3, When be bad 
himſelf urged our ſins, ſate down on the right hand of the Ma- 
jeſty on high, And, 8. 1, We bave an High-prieft, who is ſet 
on the right hand of the throne of the Maj im the Hea- 
vens, Phil. 2.8, 9, And being found in faſhion, be bambled 
himſelf, and became obedient unto death, even the death of the 
Croſs. Wherefore God alſe bath bighly exalted him. Mat. 28. 
18, All power is given wito me in Heaven and in Earth. But 
his Frophetical.O ce was excerciled by him in both theſe 
ſtates, of his Humiliation, and Exaltation: Luke 24. 47, 
And that repentance and remiſſion of ſins ſhould be preached im 
his Name among all Nations, beginning at Jeruſalem. Heb. 
, 12.25, See that ye refuſe not bim that ſpeaketh ; for if they 
eſcaped not who refuſed him that ſpoke on. Earth , much more 
ſhall we eſcape, if we turn away from him that ſpeaketh from 
Fleaven.

nour , Phil. 2. 6, 8, Wherefere God alſo: bath  kighly exalted 
him, and given him a name which is above every name. His 
Prophetical Office, which was exerciſed. in both Rtates, yet 
was un his Humiliation viſible, and in his own perſon, Feb. 1. 
10, He was in the world, and the world, was made by bim, 
and the world knew him not. Heb. 1. 1, 2, God, who at ſux- 
dry times, and in divers manners ſpake in the time paſt untorhe 
Fathers, by the Prophets , hath in theſe laſt dayes ſpoken wnto 
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ws by his Son. Luke 24. 27, And beguming at Moſer and all 
the Prophers, he expounded unto thew in all the Scriptures, the 
things that concerned himſelf. But in his Exaltation'it is done 
by bis Meſſengers, or more ſecretly by his Word and Spi- 
rit, Eph. 4- 11, 12, And gave ſome Apoſtles, and fome Pro- 
phets, and ſome Evangeliſts, and fome Paſtors and Teacher: : 
For the perfetting of the Saints, for the work_of the Mini 
for the edifying the Body of Chrift, Joh. 14. 26, But t 
Comforter , which if the Holy Ghoſt , whom the Father will 
ſend in my name, he ſhall teach you all things, and bring all 
things to your remembrance, whatſoever I have ſaid unto you. 
1 Joh. 2. 27, But the anointing which you bave received of him, 
abileth in you : and ye need not that any man teach you , but 
as the ſame anointing teacheth you all things, and us truth , 
and is no lye ; and even 4s it bath taught you , ye ſhall abide 
in bim, 

Uſe. Believers, think not that Chriſt is out of his Office, 
when' he is out of your ſight : or that the —_— honour 
unto which he is now exalted at the right of God, 
- doth abate any thing from vs carefulneſs and condeſcendency 
for ſinners behoof : but be you rather comforted from this ; 
As high as the Mediator is now, upon his Throne, he yet 
carrieth that Office, and is made high for your advantage 
and conſolation, Heb. 4- 14, 16, Sering then that we have an 
High-prieſt that is paſſed into the Heavens, Feſw the Son of 
God, Let ws hold faſt our profeſſion ---Let we thereſore 'come 
boldly uno the Throne of Grace, that we may obtain mercy, 
and find grace in time of need, And 10.21, 22, And ha- 
ving an High-prieſt over the Houſe of God, let w draw near 
with a true heart, in full aſſurance of faith;, heving our hearts 
ſprinkled from an evil conſcience, and our bodies waſhed with 
pare water, You may come as familiarly and boldly to him 
now, as when he was in his humbled condition, converſant 
among men, ſeeing he is about the ſame work, and exer- 
ciſmg the ſame Othce now as then, Heb.

It is a IDS not unfitly moved : Whether the Angels 
have any ſhare in Chriſts Mediation ? Anſw. Two Scrip- 
tures ſeem to appropriate the benefit of Chriſts Mediation 
to Mankind. Yet I conceive they may admit one native 
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interpretation, without ſtraining the word, which doth not 
ſhut out the Angels. The firit Scripture is that, 1 Tias.2. 
5, For there i« one God, and one Mediator between God and 
men, the Man Chriſt Feſw: which ſeems to ler forth the 
objet of Chriſts Mediation: to be men, not Angels ; but 
conſider, that there is a twofold Mediation of Chriſt; the 
one of Redemption or Reconciliation, the other of Preſer- 
vation or confirmation : Chriſt is only a Mediator ot Redem- 
ption betwixt God and man, for he never undertook for the 
fallen Angels, Marth, 25.41, Then ſhall be ſay. xnto them on 
his left hand, Depart from me ye curſed into ————_ 
prepared for the Devil and bis Angels. Jude, ver. 6, And the 
Angels which kept not their firſt eſtate, but left their own 
babitation , he hath reſerved in everlaſting chains under dark- 
neſs, unto the judgment of the great day. And of this Medi- 
ation ſpeaks chat ext, 1 Tim. 2. 5, A Mediation which had 
a ranſom and propitiation init : that Chriſt died only for 
man, not for the Angels. - The other Scripture is that, Heb. 
2. 16, For verily be took net on him the nature of Angels, but 
he took on him the ſeed of Abraham: Which will | © 12s Pe 
and ſpeaketh it plainly, that when .fallen men. and, Angels 
were before him, ſinking into their miſery, he took hold of 
the "one, not of the other : And fo that none-of the fall:n . 
Angels have benefit by Chriſts Mediation : -It will prove that 
herein Chriſt expreſſed his love more to Men than Angels, 
in that he ſaved ſome of the fallen men, but none of the An- 
gels; and would carry this Office not in their Nature, 
but in ours; Yet I conceive it will not. prove that the elect 
Angels have no benefit by Chriſts Mediation. | incline 
therefore to think it moſt probable, that the ele els 
are not to” be excluded from the benefit of Chriſts Media-. 
tion : whether they had need of a . Mediator - or . not ( as 
Calvin upon Cel. 1. 20. labouretb to prove ), I ſhall not de- 
batez but theſe two things only 1 ſhall ſpeak of: 1. I ſhall 
ſhew, that the good Angels have benefit by Chriſt, which is 
certain, 2, That there are probablt Jrounde to. judg , 
that they have this þcnefit through Chrilts Mediation. 

1» By Chriſt the Angels have knowledg of the myſte- 
ries of our Salvation, even a glorious addition of knowledg, 
by this new diſcovery and bright manifeſtation of God in all 
his 
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his A*ributes that have ſhined forth in .Chriſt, Eph. 3. 10, 
To the intent that now unto the Principalitics and Powers in 
Peavenly places, might be known by the Chu ch, the manifold 
wiſdow of God. 1 Pet. 1. 12, Which things the A-gel: did 
deſire to look into. 2. By Chiilt they hve an honourable 
Othce, they became P:incipatities and Powers in governing 
the worlJ; and Miniflring Spirits, that Chriſt may be ho- 
noured in the Church, C @/. 1. 16, For by b'm were all things 
created that are in Heaven, and that are in Earth, viſible 
and inviſcthle : whether they be Thrones, or Doaunons, or I rin 
cipalities, or Powers, all th ngs were created by him, and for 
him. Heb. 1. 14, Are they not all miniſtring Spirits, ſent forth 
to miniſte» for them, who ſhall be heirs of Salvation. And 
therefore when Chriſt ſhall give up his difpenſatory King- 
dom, then ſhall all rule be put dowa, which is not _ 
to be underſtood of the being of no Magiſtracy, and no 
Miniſtty, but even of the Angels, Pcincipalities , anJ Pow- 
ers, 3- By Chriſt the An Ks have joy at the converſion 
of ſinners. Luke 15. 10, Likewiſe I ſay wnto you, there 1s Joy 
in the preſence of the Angels of God, over one ſinner that re- 
pentech, Matth. 15. 10, Take heed that ye deſp:ſe not one of 
theſe little ones; For I ſay unto you, that in Heaven their An 
gels do alwayes behold the face of my Father which is in Hea- 
ven, Luke 2. 13, Ard ſuddenly there was with the Angel a 
multitude of the Heavenly Ho#t, praiſing God, By Chriſt 
the Angels have a more perfett and firm union with God, 
a kind of reconciliation, Col. 1. 20, Ard bavins made peace 
by the blood of his Croſs, by bim to reconcile all things to 
himſelf : by him I ſay, whether they be things on Earth, or things 
in Heaven, Where by things wn Heaven, is underſtood An: 
gels , who are faid to be reconciled to God, not properly : 
tor where there is no breach, there can be no reconciliati- 
on; this is peculiar unto man, but improperly and annale 
gically they may de ſaid ta be reconciled, by conficming and 
eſtabliſhing them in the grace and favour. of God, Tollenda 
peccata bominum & poſſibilitatem peccands in Angelis : taking 
away all poſſibility of defeftion in them. 
2. Thele benefits which the Angels certainly have by 
Chriſt, they may be probably conceived to have them by 
Chuiſts Mcdiation: 1, B:cauſe Chriſt is a h:ad to the cle 
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Angels as well as to cle men; and they are part of his my- 
ſtical body , Col. 2. 10, And ye are compleat in him which 
is the bead of all Principality and Power. Eph, 1. 10. That 
in the Diſpenſation of the fulneſs of times, he might gather to- 
gether in one all things in Chriſt, both which are in Heaven, 
and which are on Earth , even in him: they are reckoned a 
part of the Catholick Church, and inhabitants of the Hea- 
venly Feruſalem, Heb. 12. 2;, 24, Now if Chriſt be head 
of the Church as he is Mcdiator, then whatſoever benefit 
they, as part of his Body, have from Chriſt the Head, 1 
do not ſee how we can avoid to ſay they muſt have it through 
his Mediation : For how can it be conceived that one part 
of Chriſts Body hath benefit {from Chritts Mediation, and 
another part of it hath benefit by him, and yet another way 
thin by his mediation? 2, Becauſe whatſoever benefit the 
Angels have by Chriſt,they were clefted unto it; 1 Tim.5.21, 
/ charge thee before God, and the Lord Feſus Chriſt, and the 
eleft Angels. Now Chriſt being the head of the eleRion, 
in whom all that are ele@ are ele&ed, Eph. 1. 4, According 
as he hath choſen w in Chriſt, before the foundation of the 
world: And the benefits unto which we are ele&ed in Chriſt, 
coming through his Mediation, to all the ele&t ; theſe muſt 
come Go to the elet Angels alſo, Eph. 1.4, 5, 10, Ac- 
cording as he hath choſen wa in Chrsſt, before the fonnda- 
tion of the world, that we ſhould be holy, and without 
blame before him in love: Having predeſtinated us unto the 
Adoption of Children, by Teſus Chriit.---That in the diſpen- 
ſation of the fulneſs of time, he might gather together in one 
all things in Chriſt, 3. Becauſe whatſoever creature is not

ing ſome other w__ ſupervenient, beſide the good of their

More particularly, The execution and work of Chriſts 
Mediatorſhip, may be reduced to theſe Five heads: 1, To

The firſt part of the Mediators work , and execution of 
his Office is, to prepare a way for mans covtnanting with 
God ; to make the way of God acceſſible, and to put man 
in a capacity tv enter in terms with God : For man by fm 
was made uncapable of covenanting with God,- until the 
Mediator cometh in to compole the difference, and to reſtore 
the love and friendſhip that once had been betwixt God 
and man; who to prepare a way for mans covenanting with 
God, doth two things himſelf, and worketh two things in 
us. The firſt, to make God acceſhible; the other, to make 
men capable of ——— God, who is made accet- 
ſible in Chriſts death. 1. He taketh on mans nature, that 
a Sacrifice might be among mankind , who had finned ; he 
putteth his name in our Obligation , that the Law might 
reach him. Gal. 4. 4, 5. God ſent forth his Son, made of 4 
Woman, made under the Law, to redtem them that were un- 
der the Law, that we might vecevve the Adoption of Sons. 
2. In our nature he obeyeth the Law, and ſuffereth : he pay- 
eth a price for our Ranſom, 2Cor. 5.21, He s made fin 
for w;, an offering for ſin, he ſtood in the ſinners ſtead here, 
he purchaſeth a liberty to the ele, and hath it in his juſt 
and legal power to fet them free when he will, A#. 20. 28, 
being the Church of God which be bath purchaſed with his own 
Blood. 1. He convinceth men of their fin, and of their 
bondage, and impoſhbility to-fatisfy Juſtice, and to this end 
he attacheth them before Divine Juſtice , Fob. 16.8, And 
when he « come, be will reprove the World of fin, of righteou/- 
neſs and of =. ron Rom. 7. v, For 1 was pr ihe. ns 
Law once : but when the Commandment came, ſin revived, and 1 
died. Gal. 3. 24, Wherefore the Law- was our Schoolmaiter 
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.to bring uw wits Chriſt, that we wight be juſtified by Faith. 


4. H: worketh their Hearts to a yielding-trame , liſtning, 
and ready to welcom the news of delivery (which have not 
yet been actually ſpoken to their hearts ), to be content to 
come out of their bondage, and to enjoy freedom by him : 
to be content to come in his will, and to yield the wea- 
poas. to hin, and tochange the ſtite and righteouſneſs where- 
of ſometimes they had no ſmall content, At. y.

The fecond part of the 'M:diators wotk and cxecution of 
his Office, is, to bring the ele within the bond of the Co- 
venant. And for bringing about this, 1. Chriſt makes an 
offer ot a New Covenant ſtate, with all ſuitable -allurements 
and encouragements which may invite the Souls of the cle&t 
to accept of it; And for this end he hath appointed the 
Miniſtry of Reconciliation, 2 Cor.

The fourth part ot the Mediators work in executing this 
Office, is, to keep thoſe whom he bringeth into the Cove- 
venant, from falling away from that bleſſed eſtate : If it were 
not for the Mediators travelling in this work , the reconci- 
liation once made could not ſand : if he did nor continue 
for ever Mediator of the New Covenant, we ſhould not for 
ever continue in that Covenant-ſtate , Heb. 7. 24,25 , But 
this man, becauſe he continueth ever, hath an unchangeable Prieſt- 
hood. Wherefore he is able alſo to ſave them to the uttermoſt 
that come wnto God by him, ſeeing he ever liveth to make in- 
terceſſion for them.

1. There is Comfort here, and ſupport for Faith to all 
who are convinced of enmity betwixt Ged and them, and 
do defire reconciliation with him : Lo here w_ tidings, 
there isa Mediator, a Peace-maker betwixt and men, 
1 He is already long ago deſigned and appointed for this 
Office. 2, He hath already done the work , he hath pur- 
chaſed and proclaimed the Peace, even to Rebels who will 
come in and acceptofit, Epb. 2. 16, 17, And that he might 
reconcile both unto God in one body by the Croſs, having ſlain 
the enmity thereby ; and came and preached Peace to you which were 
afar off , aud to them that were nigh : and being now remo- 
ved out of our fight, he hath appointed it to be done by 
his meſſengers, Rom. 10. 15 , How beautiful are the feet of 
them that preach the Goſpel of Peace, and bring glad tidings 
of good things ? 3. He is now ready to accept of, and make 
interceſhon for all thoſe that ſhall come in and declare their 
acceptance of his offer, Heb. 7. 25, Wherefore he is able alſo 
to ſave them to the attermoſt that come unto God by him, 
ſeeing he ever lwveth to make umterceſſion for them : Joh. 6. 357, 
And him that cometh to me, ] will in no wiſe caſt out. Wh 
then do you heſitate? Why ſtand you off? What ailet 
you? Is there not here encouragement and ſupport of 
Faith ? Is there not comfort againſt the ſelt-enmity and feared- 
wrath to come? Foh. 1. 29, Behold the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the Sin of the World.

1, to 
the weak as well as the ſtrong, to them who have Gke pre- 
cions Faith with the Apoſtles, although they have not like 
perfe&t and ſtrong Faith : he is not a Mediator for the ſtrong 
only, but for all that believe on him, 7b. 6. 37, Al that 
the Father groeth me, ſhall come to me; and him that cometh 
to me, I will in no wiſe caſt out. And 17.20, Neither pray 1 
for theſe alone, but for them alſo that ſhall believe on me i as + 
their word, And it is well obſerved by Mr. Goodws 


Heb. 17.25, that the comfort and encouragement propoſed Chriſt ſit forth? 


there from Chriſts Interceſhon, is fitted for a Recumbents 
Faith : the proper a&t whereof, as 'tis diſtinguiſhed from the 
Faith of Afurance, is a coming to Chriſt: he is a Media- 
tor for all that have caſt themſelves on him in their way 
of coming to God, though their Faith be not yet grown up 
to aſſurance. 

2, To all Believers in their ſeveral conditions he is Media- 
tor, and does the Office of a Mediator, not only when Be- 
lievers can adt faith , and employ him; but when their» Faith 
is well-near failed, like a worn week, when they are at the 
weakeſt, and at the worſt: Luke 22. 32, But I have prayed 
for thee that thy Faith fail not. | Not only when this elect 
people are doing him lervicez but when they are ignorant- 
ly oppoſing him, as many times they do, eſpecially before 
their Converſion, Att.y.5,6, 1 am Feſus whom thou per ſe- 
cuteſt.--- And be trembling and aſtonsſhed ſaid, Lord what 
wilt thou have me to do? And the Lord ſaid, ariſe and vo 
into the City, and it ſhall be told thee what thou muſt do. 
Luke 2;.' 34, And Jeſus ſaid, Father forgive them for they 
know not what they ds. Not only when they arc in his way, 
but when they are out of the way, Heb. 5. 2, Who can 
have compaſſios on the ignorant, and on them that are 1 of 
the way. Not only when they can pray, and wreſtle for 

Na them- 
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themſelves, Rev. 8. 3, And another Angel cavie and ſtood at 
the Altar, having « Golden Cenſor, and there was given unto 
him much Incenſ#, that be ſhould offer it with the prayers of 
all Saints npon the Golden Altar which was before tr one : 
but when they cannot utter their heart before the Lord, 
Rom 8. 2.6, w7, Likewiſe the Spirit a {ſo.helpeth our infirmities: for 
we know not what we ſhould pray for as we ought, but the Spirit 
it ſelf maketh Interceſſion for us with groanings that carinot be 
witered. And he that ſearcheth the hearts, knoweth what is 
the mind of the Spirit, becauſe he maketh Interceſſion for the 
Saints according to the will of God. Ilia. 59. 16, And he ſaw 
that there was no man, and wondred that there was no Inter- 
cfſor : therefore his arm brought ſalvation unto him, and his 
righteouſneſs it ſuftained him. Not only when. all is well, 
and at prace,. and when nothing is charged” againſt them ; 
but when they are under Challenges, and condemning-things 
are laid to their charge, Row.

T is not eaſie to find out and determine all Chrifts relati- 
ons to the Covenant of Grace; they are ſo many and fo com- 
prehenſive, that I know not whether to ſay, that Chriſts re- 
lations ſeem to exhauſt the total of the Covenant ; or that the 
compend and fum of the Covenant is comprized in his relati- 
ons, which he ſuſtaineth in ir. 1 ſuppoſe there is a truth in 
both ; for whatſoever is neceſſarily related to the Co- 
venant, is in him, whether it be Parties, Articles, Promiles, 
Conditions , Confirmations , Witneſs, Mediator , Mefſen- 
, &c. and in him is to be found the whole Covenant, 
erefore he is called. the Covenant it ſelf, 1/a. 42.6.& 


49.8. 

Chriſt hath ſeveral relations to the Covenant:* 1, He is 57 Mr- Rn- 
a Party —— 2.

Secondly, Whatſoever relations Chriſt ſuſtaineth in the 
Covenant, he doth it by voluntary diſpenſation, and not by 
any natural neceſſity or compulſion : that he is a Parry 
contratting, or that he is Mediator, or that he is Meſſen- 
ger of the Covenant, &c. nothing could compel Chriſt to 
put his name in any of theſe relations, it was all of conſent ; 
Phil. 2. 7, But made himſelf of no reputation, and took, upon 
him the form of a ſeruant, and was made in the likeneſs of 
men. Heb. 10. 9, Then ſaid he, 14 I come to do thy will, 
O God. 

Thirdly, All theſe relations which Chriſt ſuſtaineth- in. 
the Covenant, are all a&ts of Grace, both upon Gods part,

8,9, 10, 
And there are three that bear witneſs in earth, the ſpirit, and 
the water, and the blood, and theſe three agree in one, If we 
recerve the witneſs of men, the witneſs of God 15 greater : . for 
this is the witneſs of God, which he hath teſtified of bis Son: 
He that belzeveth on the Son of God hath the witneſs in him- 
ſelf : he that believeth not God, bath made him a lyar, becauſe 
he believeth not rhe record that. God gave of his Son. So that 
if you be doubtful, and in the dark about any thing pertaim- 
ing to God and to the matters of your Salvation, you 
know how to have ' that witnefled and plainly made out 
unto you, by Chriſt the Witneſs of the Covenant; and if 
you continue under your doubting, blame your ſelves, I/e.

2, We muſt diſtinguiſh the parties of the Covenant, ac- 
cording to this two-fold conſideration thereof : for the par- 
ties contrafting with God in the Covenant, under the firſt 
conhderation, are all thoſe who are within the viſible Church, 
whether Ele& or Reprobate ( and their ſeed ) profeſſing 0- 
bedience to the Goſpeb-ordinances, under which they are 
(as I have at length proved elſe-where )) , F/al. 147.

In whatſoever tate and con- 
Cition Chriſt was, in that Rate and condition” he doth ſuſtain 
our perſons, and is ſurrogate in our place and condition, 
( for ſo much his Suretiſhip doth import, as 1 have already 
ſhewed ) when he was in a ſtate of humiliation here, upon 
the earth, in that low condition, he did ſuſtain the perſons, 
and bear and repreſent the ſtate and condition of tus poor 
broken people : he was furrogated a Surety to fuſtain their 

al ſtate, or the ſtate wherein they are by the violation 
of the Law and Covenant of works, Heb. 2. 14, Fora/- 
mach then as the children are partakerg, of fieſh and blood, 
be alſo bimſclf likewiſe took, part of he fame, that through 
death be might deſtroy him that bad the power of death, that

Apain, 
in his- exalration, Chriſt _doth fuſtain the perſons, and repre 
ſent the condition of the Ele, unto the which they are 
advanced by the Covenant through him : and therefore the 
Scripture holds him forth in his reſurreion and aſcenſi- 
on, &c, as repreſenting the ftate of the Elet: He is in 
heaven this day, faith the Scripture, for «s, ſuſtaining our 
ſtate, and glorthed condition, till we come there; takin 
poſſeſſion of our inheritance, unto which he hath dequices 
for us a right, Heb. 6.20, Whither the fore-runner is for us 
entred, eves Feſus. Heb. 9.24, For Chriſt 1s not emered into 
the holy places made with hands, which are the figures of the 
true : but into heaven it ſelf, now to appear inthe preſence of 
God for us. 2. In his attions, he afted our parts ; eſpecially 
in what he did, or in what befel him here upon the carth : 
for it was his end of coming down into this world to at 
our parts; and to have ated upon him, what thould have 
been done to us: he died as our Surety, and he aroſe as our 
Snrety ; Juſtice ſmote him as our Surety, he was tak into 
priſon, and to judgment, and was condemned as our Surety, be- 
ing numbred among tranſgreffors ; and again, he was taken 
from the priſon and judgment, as our Surety, being juſtified 
when he payed the Debt ; and by vertue of that communion 
which we had with him in all theſe ations of his, he bein 
our Surety, and ſuſtaining our Law-place and room, by a ;of 
law, theſe things are reckoned unto our account, Whoſe per- 
ſons he ſuſtained, and whoſe parts he acted, //a. 5 3, through- 
out. Rom. 4. laſt, Who was delivered for our s, and was 


raiſed again for our juſtification. 1 Pet. 3. 18, For Chriſt alſo 
hath once ſuffered for ſins, the juſt for the unjuſt, that he might 


bring us to God. 

And to this purpoſe is that inſtance and parallel of Adams 
ſuſtaining the condition of all men, and therein being a 
type of Chriſt, 1 Cg. 35-22, 438. and Rom. 5. 14, Fitly, and 
at large applied, by Mr. Thomas Goodwin. 

2, Chriſt was a Surety on Eerth, and he is a Surety ſtill 
in Heaven : Chriſt is as well a Surety in his interceſſion, as he 
was in his death; for befide all that Chriſt did upon carth

the Counſel: but whoſoever ſhall fay, Thou fool, ſhall be wn 
danger of Hell-fwe ----Te have beard that it was ſaid by thew 
of old time, thou ſhalt not commut adultery. But 1 jay ume 
ou, that who/orver looketh on a woman to luſt after ber, be bath 
committed adultery with her already mn hu heart, Sic. And 
tais new giving out of the commands and preceptive part of 
tne Law and Covenant of works, did neither derogate from 
the lubſtance of the Law, nor from the authority and bind- 
ing force thereof, by vertue of the hrſt Covenant, to which 
ir did appertain ; but did rather ſuper add a new and per- 
iwaſive obligation, a Cor. 5. 14, 15, For the love of Chriſt con- 
ſeraineth us, beeauſe we thus pile, that if one died for all, then 
were all dead. And that be died for ell, that they which love, 
ſhould not henceforth live unto themſelves, but unto him which 
died for them, and roſe again. Rom. 6. 1,2, What ſhall we ſay 
then ? ſhall: we continue in ſin , that grace may abound ? God 
forbid: how ſhall we that are dead to ſin, live any longer 
therein ? 

4 Though the Law and preceprive part of the Covenant 
of works doth appertain to the new Covenant, yer are not 
the commands and conditions thereby required, and the obe- 
dience given thereunto, conditions of the new Covenant, which 
ſtandeth only of faith, Roms. 4. 5, 16, But to him that worketh 
not, but believeth on him that yeſtifieth the ungodly , his facth is 
counted for righteon/neſs.----Therefare it is of faith, that i might 
be by grace, to the end the promiſe might be ſure to all the ſeed; 
mot to that only which is of the law, but to that alſo which » 
of the fauth © ahbam, who is the father of us all. Aft. -16. 
31, And they aid, Believe on the Lord Feſus Chriſt, and thou 
ſhalt be ſaved, and thine houſe. For, 1. This were upon 
the matter to confound the conditions of the two Co- 
venants, which are ſtated as ſo contra-diſtinguifhed in 
terms, that there is no mixture nor ſemblance of mixture to 
be admitted, Rem.9.t1,32, But Iſracl which followed after the 
law of righteouſneſs, hath not attained to the law of righneou/- 
neſs. Wherefore ? becauſe they ſought it not by fauh, but as it 
were by the works of the law : for they ſtumbled at that ſtumb- 
long ſtone. Rom: 10. z, 446, 3, For they being «gnorant of Gods

then perfe&t obedience to the Law ſhould ſtill be the condi- 
tion of the ney Covenant, foralmuch as the Law Coth ill 
command that to believers, and it is their fin that they 
do not come up to the obedience thereof, Gal. 2. 21, 
J do not fruſtrate the grace of God : for if righteouſneſs 
came by the Law, then Chriſt is dead in vain. Rom. 7, through- 
out. 

. Chriſts undertaking to God for our ſubjeion and 0- 
dedience to the Law, is not {o to be underſtood, as if he 
had undertaken that the Law ſhould have perte& obedience 
from us, an! in us, in this life: for if he had been Surety for 
that, it ſhould alſo have been performed. But by his Sureti- 
ſhip for our obedience to the law, we mean, 1. That he

I. 74, 75> That be wonld grant unto us, that we being delivered 
out of the hands of our enemies, might ſerve him with out fear, in 
holineſs and righteouſneſs, &c. Rom.75.12, Wherefore the law is 
holy, and the commandment holy,and juſt, and good. Plal. 119. 97, 
D how leve I thy law : it is my meditation all the day. 2. For the 
univerſality of our obedience to it, that our obedience ſhall 
be equable and uniform, and that there ſhall not one com- 
mand of it be flighted by hs people, Eztk, 36. 27, And I 
will put my ſpirit within you, and cauſe you to walk_in my ſta- 
tutes, and ye ſhall keep my judgments, and do them. Plal. 119. 
6, 123, Then ſhall 1 not be Ta : when I have reſpef} un- 
to all thy commandments ---- refore ] eſteem all thy preceprs 
concerning all things to be right : and I hate every falſe way. 
3. For So ſincerity of our obedience, that ſhall fncerely 
obey and fulfil the commands of the Law, Row.

Objett. Since the Law and Coyenant of works is alterna- 
tive, and requireth but that a man ſhould obey and perform 
the commands thereof, or <lſe undergo the puniſhment and 
curſe threatned againſt the tranſgrefſors: how can it be re- 
quired of us to perform the obedience to the Law, fince Chiiſt 
ovr Surety hath ſatisfied the Law, and endured the curſ: and 
runiſhment thereof in our ſtead ? how can it ſtand with Ju- 
ſtice to cxa&t both ? In this Objeftion the Antinomian, the Ar- 
minian, and the, Sociman concur, though for different ends, 
and upon different accounts. The Antiro»1an to eſtabliſh Chriſts 
dying in our ſtead, fo as he performed all aftive obcdience to 
the Law that God can require of us. The Armirian, to eftablith 
faith and converſion on mans part, as part of fatisfaftion to 
offended Juſtice : and fo to derogste from free grace,and Chriſts 
Surety-righteouſneſs, and to axalt free will, The Socinian to 
impugn Chriſts dying in our ſtead, and latisfying offended Ju- 
ſtice in our room, In 
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did not fulfil the any part of the Law in our ſtead, in that 
ſtrilt ſenſe, that we y he did bear the puniſhment of the 
Law for us: for then ſhould all Duties ceaſe as well as facri- 
fice and ranſome to offended Juſtice, which is contrary to 


the Scripture, Rom. ;. 31, Do we then make void the Law through + 


faith? God forbid: yea, we eftabliſh the law. Ezck. 36. 27, 
Ang 1 will put my ſpirit within you, and cauſe you to walkin 

ſtatutes, and ye ſnall keep my judgments, and # them. And 
then alſo did Chriſt die ms ſufter in vain : for if we did 
perfedtly fulfil the Law in Chriſt, then there is no need nor 
uſe of his — diſobedience, Gal. 2. 21, For if righte- 
ouſneſs come by the Law, then Chriſt is dead in vain. Then 
allo Chriſts Surety-righteouſneſs ſhould be ours, though we 
ſhould never believe : for what need we believe, if he did it 
for us, and if we did it in him, which is alſo contrary to 
the Scripture, Rom- 4. 5; But to him that worketh not, but be- 
lieveth on him that juſtifierh the "p his faith is counted 
for righteouſneſs. Rom. 10. 9, 10, if thou ſbalt confeſs 
with thy month the Lord Feſus, and ſhalt believe in. thine beart 
that God hath raiſed him from the, dead, then be ſaved. 
For with the heart man believeth unto righteouſneſs, and with 
the month confeſſion is made wnto Salvation. 

2, Conſider the obedience required of us unto the pree 
tive part of the Law ( for whom Chriſt did bear the puniſh- 
ment thereof '# and in ſeveral reſpes it may a to be 
conſiſtent with Juſtice, that even they for whom Chriſt died, 
ſhould be bound to obey the Law. 1. The believers obe 
dience which is required in his own perſon, is not that obe- 
dience which the Law required as a poſhble way of life, 1 
mean a perfe&t obedience of a righteous perſon who had 
never ſinned, but an obedience of 7 that may be in a 
finner. 2. Our obedience is not for the ſame end that Chriſts 
ſufferings were (to wit, for a fatisfattion to offended Juſtice ), 
for its no part of our ranſome: but for other ends; and fo 
it is not inconfiſtent with Juſtice ro demand fſatisfaftion of 
Chriſt for one uſe and end, and obedience 'of us for other 
uſes and ends. 3. Since the Law is not changed nor repeal- 
ed, though our relation to it be changed, *ris juſt that we 
ſhould obey Chriſt our head _ ——_ whote will ==

In anſwer to this,we ſhall offer theſe conſiderations: 1. Chriſt Avſw. 
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Law is: Notwithſtanding, that he hath diworeed vs by his 
tufferings from the Law, as a husband commanding obedience, 
as the marriage-condition of life. 4. The Lord may | 
require obedience to his Law from them, even in their own 
perſons, for the time to-come, for whoſe tranſgreſſions he 
hath accepted of a fatisfaftion in the perſon of another , e- 
ipecially when that obedience is nothing that can lic in the 
balance, as the juſt alternative of the Law, fornent the bi 
tisfation given by Chriſt. $5. The Law and Juſtice may re- 
quire both farisfation and 'obedience in different reſpects, or 
in regard of different aftions: for it is not the ſame thing 
which we obey, and for which Chriſt makes fatisfaRtion : for 
he Gtisfied for our diſobedience, not for our obedience ; be- 
ſide, Chrifts fatisfaftion is for dilobedience to the Covenant 
af works: our obedience even to the Law, is the obedience 
to the Goſpel-Covenant, to which the Law is reduced by 
Chriſt who hath made it his Law in this Covenant. 6. It 
cannot be fuppoſed that gifts lufferings for our diſobedi- 
ence to. the Law, ſhould put us thereafter in another condi 
tion, in refpett of obedience to the Law, than Aden ſhout 1 
have* been in, if he had never ſinned, and if his life and hap- 
pines had not depended on his obedience , in both which 
caſes he had been bound to obey the Law and will bf the Law- 
iver. 
: The third part of Chriſts Suretiſhip for man to God, re- 
lateth to his undertaking for the perlons of the Ele(t, the 
former two parts being his undertakings for what the Law 
did threaten, and what the Goſpel and Law both do com- 
mand : for he is not only a Surety for Debt and for Duty, 
for penalty of the Law, and for performance of the com- 
mands of the Law and Goſpel, but allo a Surety for the per- 
fons of the Ele& : a Surety by way of caution, who did gi 
bail for them all: and in relation to this part of his Saretilhips 
Chrift is Surety.

" 1. This commendeth Chriſts Suretiſhip, that he rendred 
hiniſelt Suxety, and came under an act of cautionry for his 
people, betore they needed a cautioner ; that upon the fore- 
knowledg of this, that it was to come to pals that man 
ſhould become a broken creature, and needing one to under- 
take for him, he by an eternal tranſaction and agreement 
with his father, did fo early provide this remedy, before man 
was broken and ſtood in =Y of a Surety, Prov.S.23, I was ſet 
up from everlaſting, from the beginning, or ever the earth was.

That he did 
knowingly put his foul in their ſouls ſtead, that Juſtice might 
fmite hun, and that the ſame etern al puniſhment of fin, for 
kind, that was due to us, ſhould be upon him, Col. 3- 1 3, 
Chriſt hath redeemed us from the curſe of the law, being made 
4 Curſe for us: for it « written, Curſed is every one that hang- 
eth on a tree. Tech, 11.7, Awake, O ſword, againſt my ſhep- 
herd, and againſt the man that is my fellow, ſaith the Lord of 
boſts. The fame {word of Divine Juſtice that ſhould have {mit- 
ten us, did {mite him. 

4. This commendeth Chriſts Suretiſhip, that he engaged 
for a party which deſerved no pity, for man who had wik 
lingly forfeited a fair inheritance, when it was poſſible for 
him, and in his power to have performed the commands and 
conditions of life laid upon him; who would pity and under- 
take for fuch a perſon , who _ put into a fair and free 
inheritance, with power to perform the conditions upon which 
he holds it, ſhould notwithitanding forfeit his good eſtate, 
and run himſelf under debt irrecoverably? yet in this condi- 
tion Chriſt pitied us, and undertook for us, Rom, 5.6, 75,5, 
For when we were yet without ſtrength, in due time Chriſt dieg 
for the ungodly. For a for 4 righteous man will one die : 
yet peradventure for 4 man ſome will even dare to die. 
But God commended his toward ws, in that while we were 
yet ſinners Chriſt died for us. |

10, Pr men, the Surety hath a bond of rclief from 
the Debtor, to keep him harmleſs of all that may follow up- 
on his obligation. and undertaking as Strety z but it is far 
otherwiſe in this Covenant : for here the Surety hath no bond - 
of relief from the D:btor ; bat he hath a bond of relief from 
the Creditor. Chriſt had his fathers bond of relief to keep 
him harmleſs in that undertaking : he had, as it were, a back- 
bond, that he ſhould not fuccumb in his undertaking, bur 
that when he went into the priſon, he ſhou'd come out again 
with honour and viRtory, and ſo ſhould be kepr harmleſs Fom 
the hurt of the broken mans Debt. Read it at length, 
Iſa. 53. 10, 11, 12, Tet it pleaſed' the Lord to bruiſe him, be 
hath pnt hin 10 grief : when thou ſhalt make his ſoul,an offering 
for fin, be ſhall ſee his ſeed, he ſhall prolong bis days, and the 
pleaſure of the Lord ſhall proſper in his hand.

bL3, Son, if thou be Surety for t friend, if then haf 
ftricken hands with a ſtranger, thou art ſnared with the words of 
thy mouth, thou art taken with the words of thy magth. But it is 
not ſo in Chriſts undertaking, who diſchargerh his Suretiſhip as 
willingly and chearfully as he undertook it, Heb. 10, 5, Then 
ſaid 1, Lo, I come ( in the volume of the book_it is written of 
me to do thy will, O God. Luk. 22. 15, he ſaid wnto 
them, With deſire have I deſired to eat this pa with you 
before I ſuffer. Joh. 10.18, No man takgth it from me, but I 
lay it down of my ſelf : I have power to lay it down, and 1 have 
power to tak? it again : this commandment have I received of my 
father. He did voluntar ly fulfil his a& of cautionry, and not 
through conſtraint of Law and Juſtice; yea, it was not ac- 
counted grievous to him, but was rather his fatisfation and 
delight thus to make the glory of his grace conſpicuous, 4/a. 
53.11, He ſhall ſee of the travel of his ſoul, and ſhall be ſa- 
risfied, Plal. 40. 5, I delight ro do thy will, O my God: yea, thy 
law is within my beart. 

In the laſt place, let us conſider rhe advantages which be- 
lievers have by Chriſts Sureriſhip : which are fo many, 
that they cannot be reckoned : we ſhall inſtance upon fume 
few.

for other ends and uſes), Raw: 7.4, Wherefore my brethron,,

the dead ;, that we ſhould bring forth fruit unto God. So that 
now the believer cannot be purſued at Law: or if purſued, 
cannot be made to undergo the ſentence of the Law, Juſtice 
heing ſatisfied by a Surety, Gal. 3. 13, Chriſt bath redeemed 
ns y Fon the curſe of the law, being made a curſe for «s. 
Heb. 2. 14, 15, That through death he might deſtroy him that 
had the power of drath, that is, the devil: and deliver them, 
who through fear of death, were all their life-time ſubjeft to 
bondage. In a word, we owe to Chriſts Suretiſhip our delive- 
ry from the ſentence, from the pr1ſuit, from the Covenant, 
from the terror, from the rigovur, from the irritation of the 
Law; yea, from the perfe& obedience of the Law, it will 
now accept leſs ;, and from all obedience z0 it, as a poſſible way 
of life, Rom. $8. z, For what the law could not ds, in that us 
was weak, through the fitſh, God ſending bis own ſon, in the 
likeneſs of ſfut feeſh, and for ſin condemned ſin un the feſs 
Heb. 12. 18, 22, 24, For ye are not come unto the mount t 
might be touched, and that burned with fire : nor unto black: 
neſs, and darkneſs, and tempeſt.----But ye are cone unto mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the Li God, the heaven- 
ly Tetuſalem.---- And to Jeſus the Meazator of the new cove-

2. By his Suretiſhip we have this new and better Cove- 
nant-ſtate, wherein* we ſtand: we owe our being in Chriſt, 
and in the Covenant of Grace, unto his Suretiſhip, who did 
undertake to bring about that bond of eng betwixt 
God and us : for if Chriſt had not ated himſelf to do this, 
it had never been done : Foh. 17. 2, 6, As thou haſt given him 
power ouer all fleſh, that be ſhoxld give eternal life to as 
4; thou baft given bim,----1 have manife up net uno 1 
non which chow pane ms car of the world : thine they were ;, 
and thou gaveſt them me;, and they have kept thy word.

24, Surely, ſhall one ſay, in the Lord have I 
righteouſneſs and ſtrength : even ts him ſhall men come, and all 
that are incenſed againſt him ſhall be aſhamed. 2 Cor. ;. 5, 
Not that we are ſufficient of our ſelves to think, any thing as 
of our ſelves : but our ſufficiency is of God. Plal. ;7. 5, Commit 
thy way unto the Lord : truſt alſo in him, and he ſhall bring 
it to paſs, When the Law cometh with any hard command- 
ment, then to offer to God Chriſt the end of the law, Rom. 
10.4, Heb. 12. 24. 

6. We owe to Chriſts Suretiſhip many things upon the head 
of tentations; as namely, 1, Our being prevented, that ma- 
ny a tentation cometh not to our dore, before which we 
fhould prove weak : that we enter not into all refftationsfit- 
<- our humers, Math. 26. 41, Watch and gray, that ye 

enter not into tempaation : the ſpirit indeed is willing, but Fre 
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fleſtris weak, 2. Our ſanding it our, when tentation cometh, 
that it doth! not carry us quite away before it, with a full 
conſent, Lak. 22. 12, But Theve prayed for thee that thy faith 
fail ner. Our eſcaping and delivery from tentations, 1 Cor, 
19.13, Thee bath no temptation taken you, but fſach as is 
commen to man : but God is faithful, that will not ſuffer you to 
be tempred above that you are able :* but will with the teript ati- 
on alſo maks 4 way to eſcape, that ye may be able to bear it. 
All thete things we have by Chriſts Suretiſhip, and under- 
taking for us, Joh. 17. 12, While ] was with them in the 
world, ] kept them in thy name : thoſe that tho gaveſt me I 
have. kept, and none of them is loft, but the ſon of perdition, 
that the ſcripture might be fulfilled. Rev.z.10, Becauſe thou haſt 
hept the word of my patiente, ] alſo will kgey thee from the hour 
of temptation, which ſhall come upon all the world, to try them 
that dwell upon the earth. 

UV/e 1. Behold, we bring you a tidings of great joy, L'k. 
2,10, Good news to broken fianers, who have mace them- 
ſelves irreſponſal, who cannot fulfil the Covenant of works, 
who carfiot anſwer the charge of the Law themſelves: be- 
hold, there is a better Covenant which hath a cautioner in 
it, who hath ſtricken hands with God, who hath undertaken 
the Debt, and hath diſcharged it, 1a. 53.6, And the Lord 
bath laid on him the iniquity of us all. Col. 2. 14, Blotting out 
the hand-writing of ordinances that was againſt ns, which was 
contrary to ns: and took_it out of the way, nayling it to bu 
croſs. Here is, in one word, manifold grounds of comfort 
to believers, and of encouragement to helieve in Chriſt, to 
come and thank him ſor his undertaking, and to fay, Amen 
to that which he did without our requeſt : here s one ground 
to anſwer many obje&ions and donbrtings, it you be by na- 
ture Under a Covenant which hath no cautioner, Chriſt doth 
tender a Covenant which hath a cautioner in it, Hs. 79. 22, 
By fo much was Jeſus made Surtty of a better Teſtdincnt, Hels. 
8.6, But now hath he obtained a more excellent miniftry, by how 
much alſo he is the Mediator of a better covenant, which wast- 
* fabliſbed upon better promiſes. If the conditions of thar be 
hard, the conditions of this ate eafic, Feb. 12. 20, For they 
could not endure that which was commanded.* Rom.

thy ſervant for good : let not the ”y eſs me. Phil. 4: 13, 
Bs do all | through Chriſt which ſtrengtheneth me. 

3.-Why do you queſtion and ſuſpe&t the Covenant of God, 
and the grounds of faith and alfreed ted therein? is 
there not a Surety in the Covenant, which ſhall make it 
ſtand faſt, and in whom it ſhall ſtand faſt with you? fo that 
there is no ground left for doubting and fears, that it may be 
ſhaken, Pſal. 39. 28, 35, My will I keep for him for 
evermore : and my covenant ſhall ſtand faſt with him. Once 
have 1 ſworn by my holineſs , that 1 will not lye unto David. 
Heb. 6. 17, 18, Wherein God willing more abundantly toe 
unto the heirs of promiſe, the immutability of his counſel, c 
edit by an oath: that by two immutable” things, in which it was 
impoſſible for God to lye, we might have a ſtrong conſolation, 
who have fled for refuge to lay bold uyon the hope ſet before 
xs. 4. Why do vo oak upon any thing, and feek relief 
from that which God hath not made theSurety of the Cove- 
nant? why do you take caution from your own hearts for 
any thing commanded in the Covenant ? can your refolutions 
be caution and-Surety to God for you? can. your ſtock of 


gifts or grace be Surety for yur performance of any thing 
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conmatided, or ſet av a condition in the Goſpel ? Nay, ſure 
they cannot, 1 Cor. 1. 13, as the Apoſtle faith, Theſe 
were' not crucified for Joh theſe never became Surety ts God 
for you : and if fo, wherefore do you truſt in them, and lean 
pon them ? 

Uſe z. For tryal, whether Chriſt hath underraken, and 
come under an a& of Suretiſhip for you. This being among 
Gods eternal ſecrets and immutable counſels, it is to be 
found out by the effe&s thereof, whereby God hath ſhewed 
to the heirs of the promiſe, the immutability of his connſel, Heb, 
6.'17. Then, 1. If you be in the Covenant of grace, or if 
you be reached by any of theſe qualifications by which he 
deſcribes thoſe perſons who are comprehended in his Teſta- 
ment, then hath Chriſt undertaken for you: for he is Surer 
of the new Covenant, and better Teſtament, Heb. 7. 22- and g 
6. | And conſequently hath undertaken for all thoſe who are 
comprehended in it, 1/a. 56. 6, A!ſo the ſons of rhe ſtranger 
that joun themſelv:s to the Lord, to ſerve him, and to love the 
name of the Lord, to be his ſervants, every one that keepeth the 
ſabbath from polluting it, and taketh hold of my covenant. Joh. 
l1;.8, Feſus anſwered him, If I waſh thee not, thou no 
part with me, Joh. 15.2, 15, 16, And every branch that bear- 
«th fruit , -he purgeth it, that it may bring forth more fruit, 
-—-»Henceforth I call you not ſervants; for the ſervant hyoweth 
not what bis Lord doth : but I have Called, you friends ; for all 
things that I have beard of my father, I have made known un- 
to you. Ye have not choſen me, but 1 have choſen you, and ordain- 
a2 that you ſnould go and bring forth fruit, and that your 
frane ſhould remain: that whatſoever ye ſhall ack, of the father 
in my nawe, he may give it you, Joh.

y and none of them is loſt. 2 Tim. 2. 19, Nevertheleſs, thr 
foundation of God flandeth ſure, having this feal, The Lord 
knaweth them that are his. = if the matter of our ay 
wy kk 2 an 
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ſtand upon Gods giving to Chriſt, and his undertaking, then 
ſure there were none given by the father to the Son from 
eternity , upon reſpe& of faith or holineſs : for that ſhould 
deſtroy Chriſts Suretifbip and uncertaking, and lay the weight 
of that which is principal in the- ifſue upon the creatures will, 
that ſhould make the creature a Surety for himſelf, Rom. 9. 
11, 16, For the children being yet not born, neither having 
done any good or evil, that the purpoſe of God according to e- 
leltion might ſland, not of works, but of him that calleth, &c,

2. Chriſts Suretiſhip is a confirmation of the dominion and 
Soveraignty of his grace, and of the reality , «fficacy, and 
irreliſtablegeſs of the working of his ſpirit, and the phyſical 
influences thereof; for if Chrift had not the power and do- 
minion of our wills, how could he undertake for us? and if 
Salvation were not taken off the ſlippery yea and nay of free 
will; how could our Lord be Surety for his people? were 
it poſſible that he ſhould undertake, and diſcharge his under- 
taking for thoſe, over whoſe hearts and wills he kath notan 
abſolute power and dominion ? Zoh.6. 37, All that the father 
giveth me, ſhall come to me : and him that cometh to me, I 
will in no wiſe caſt out. Jer. 39.21, And their nobles ſhall be 
of themſelves, and their governour ſhall preceed from the mid/t 
of them: and I'will cauſe bim to draw near, and he ſhall ap- 
proach unto me : for who 1s this that engaged his keart to ap- 
proach unto me, ſaith the Lord ? Exck. 46. 27, And I will put 
my ſpirit within you, and cauſe you to walk, in my ſtatutes, and 
ye ſhall keep my pedgments, and do them. 

3, Chriſts Suretiſhip is a confirmation of the perſeverance 
of the ſaints, and of the certainty of the the Salvation of 
all the Ele: for if their perſeverance and believing to the 
end be undertaken for by him, how can it be uncertain? it 
our heaven and happineſs be in a furer hand than our own, 
even in the keeping of Chriſt, how can it be but well kept ? 

4, 5,08 47: inbernance incorruptible, undefiled, and 
that fadeth not away, reſerved in heaven for you, who are kept 
by the power of God through faith unto ſalvation, ready to be 
revealed in the laſt time, Jer.

good of them, and of their children afrey thew. And I will 
make as everlaſting covenant with them, that I will not turn 
away from them, to ds them good : but ] will put my fear into 
their hearts, that they ſhall not depart from me.

It is the 
Suretiſhip of Chriſt which holds the Covenant faſt with us, 
and makes firm our Covenant-ſtate, that upon no breaches 
on our part it can be difannulled, Pſal. $g.

37, Thus ſaith the Lord, if 
heaven above can be meaſured, and the foundations of the earth 
ſearched out beneath, 1 will alſo caſt off all the ſeed of Iſracl, 
for all that they have done, ſaith the Lord. 

Uſe 5. The Dottrine of Chriſts Suretiſhip ſerves to anſwer 
all tentations, diſcouragements, and doubtings that ariſe in 
the hearts of believers, concerning their Covenant-iatereſts. 
If there be any doubt with you, about the performance of 
the precious promifes, Chriſts Suretiſhip anſwers it, and aſ- 
ſureth that there ſhall be a performance of all theſe things which 
are ſpoken by the Lord, Luk. 1. 45. 2Cor. 1.20, For all the 
gromeſes of God in him are, yea, and in him, Amen, unto the 
glory of God by us. If there be any thing too bard for you 
among all the commands and conditions wr. the new Covenant, 
his Suretiſhip anſwers that, Roms. 10. 6, 7,3. But the righte- 
ouſneſs which is of faith, ſpeaketh on this wiſe : ſay not 
thine heart, who ſhall aſcend into Heaven? that is to bring 
Chriſt down from above. Or who ſhall deſcend into the deep 7 
that is, to bring up Chriſt again from the dead, But what ſaith 
* ? the word 15 nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy beart, 
that is the word of faith which we preach. Phil,4. 1;, 1 can 
do ail things through Chriſt which ſtrengtheneth me. It your 
ſtanding be doubttul fince Adam and the Angels have fallen, 
Chriſts Suretiſhip anſvers, that he was never an undertaker 


for them; but he is engaged for every -_ ſtanding, , 


Foh. 17. 12, Thoſe that thou gaveſt me, I have kept 5 and none 
of them is laſt, but the ſon of perditien. Luk. 22. 32, But 1 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail nor. Heb.7. 22, by /0 
wech was Jeſus made a ſurety of a better Teſtament.

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fear your our own frailty and fnfulnefs, eſt fe hould make 
void the Covenant with you, his Suretiſhip anſwers that, -ir 
muſt ſtand with him, and if with him, then with you allo, 
Pſal. 89. 30, 33, 35, If his children forſakg my law, and walk 
not in my judoments.---- Nevertheleſs, my loving kindneſs will 
1 not utterly take fron him, nor ſuffer my faithfulneſs to fail. 
Once have 1 ſworn by my holineſs, that I will not pm 
David, Jer. 31. 37, Thus ſaith the Lord, If Heaven Can 
be meaſured, and the foundations of the earth ſearched out be« 
weath, I will alſo caſt off the ſeed of Iſrael, for all that they 
have done, ſaith the Lord. If you tear your own backſliding, 
ſome decay and withering of grace in you; his Suretiſhip 
an{wers that : for he is engaged for influences ts you, //a. 44. 
334, For-I will pour water upon bim that is thirſty, and 5 
upoy the dry ground : 1 will pour my ſpirit upon thy ſeed, and 
my bleſſmg upon thine off-ſpring : and they ſhall ſpring up as 
among the graſs, as willows by the water-comrſes. Ia. 27. 35 
I the Lord ds keep it ;, 1 will water it every moment © beft 
burt it, I will keep it night and day. |f your ſtrength fall 
and decay, his Suretiſhip ſhall renew ſtrength unto you, 7/a,

ſtrength : rhey ſhall mount up with wings as eagles : they ſhall 
run, and mot be weary ;, and they ſhall wakk., and not faint, If 
your legs fail, and your warmneſs decay, the undertakers arms 
and boſom ſhall ſupply that, 1/a- 40. 11, 29, He ſhall 
feed bis flock like a ſhepherd : he ſhall gather the lambs with 
his arm, and carry them in his boſom, and ſhall gently lead 
thoſe that are with young.

Uſe 6. Believers, for whom Chriſt hath become Surety, let 

me exhort you, 1. To admire the love which made Chriſt 
undertake for you, and come under an a&t of cautionry for 
you: in every piece of his Suretiſhip you may clearly read 
that which was read upon a lighter occaſion, Fob. 11. 36, 
Behold how be loved him. Read a demonſtration of his love 
in every thing which he aGted as your Surety, in every ſtate 
wherein he carried your condition, and in every a& wherein 
he afted your part; in bis humbling himſelf, in his ſuffer- 
ings, in his atiags for you and in you. Gal. 2, 20, 1 aw cru- 
eited with Chriſt : nevertheleſs I live, yet not I, but Chriſt liv- 
eth in me : and the life which I now live in the fleſh, I love 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and gave himſelf 
for me, Gal. 4. 4, 5, But when the fulneſs of the time was come, 
God ſent forth his Son, made of 4 woman, made under the Law, 
to redeem them that were under the law, that we might receiue 
the adoption of ſons. Its ſtrange that you who ſeck for de 
monſtrations and proofs of his love, ſhould flight fo great a 
proof of it, -and that you will not read it, where he hath 
moſt legibly written it, Job. 15. 1z, Greager love bath no mas 
than this , that a man lay down his life for bis friend. 
Coalider more of the perion who was made Surety, and the 
patties for whom he became —y and of the motive and prin- 
ciple that ated him in this undertaking, and of the ſpecial 
relpe&t which he carried roward each of his people im this, 
and the ſweet ſpirit which waited on his diſcharging of 16 
great undertakings, that your hearts may be railed to admi- 
ration : conſider the extent of bis Suretiſhip,, how it react» 
eth unto the whole Covenant, and to every condition and 
command ia it; to every promile in it : take it in the largeſt 
ſenſe , to fulfil all the promiſes to us, to pay all our Debt, and 
to perform all our Duty, to work all our work, and to ander- 
go all our puniſhment. 

2. Conlider how you are in Chriſts Debt, and for what, be- 
cauſe of his Suretiſhip: Believers,you are in Chriſts Debt beyond 
all reckoning that can be made of it. 1, You are inficucely 
m- 
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in his Debt, you ſhall not be able while you live in this world 
once to reckon your obligations, it ſhall be work through- 
out eternity, to caſt up the ſum of this D:be of Grace, 
Pal. 42.5. Mary, © Lord my God, are thy wonderful works 
wh:ch thou haſt done, and thy thoughts which are to 15-ward : 
they cannot be reckoned up in order unto thee : if I would declare 
and ſpeak of them, they are more than can be numbred. 2 Sam, 
7.15, to the end. Eph. ;. 18, 19, That ye may be able to 
comprehend with all ſaints, what is the breadth, and length, and 
depth, and height > and to know the love of Chriſt which paſſeth 
knowledg, that ye might be filled with all the fulneſs of God. 
Rev. 7. 10, Salvation to our God, which ſutteth upon the throne, 
and unto the lamb. 2. You are eternally in his Debt: you 
thall neyer be able to requite him : nay, though it be your 
duty to ſtudy thankfulneſs, yet it would not become you 
once to think of recompencing him, Pſal. 116. 12, What ſhall 
I render unto the Lord for all his benefts towards me ! Rev, 
5-9, 12, And they ſang a new ſong, ſaying, Thou art wort 
fo take the book, and to open the lab thereof : for thou waſp 
ſlain, and haſt redeemed us to God by thy blood, out of every 
kirred, and tongue, and people, and nation.----Saying with a 
loud woice, Worthy is the lamb that was ſlain, to receive pow- 
er; and riches, and wiſdom, and ſtrength, and honoxr, and glo- 
ry, and Meſſing. You ſhall through all eternity remain his 
D-btors, for his undertaking and engaging for you, for his 
paying that which he undertook, and for his diſcharging 
of the Debt to you; yea, and for —_ his fathers 
diſcharge of it: all which come to us by Chriſts- Sureti- 
ſhip. 

1. You are in Chriſts Debt for his undertaking that, un- 
requeſted, when there was none to ſollicite him, and -when 
there was no neceſſity of nature vpon him to anſwer for our 
Debt, that then he did conſent and agree to put his name in 
our bond, and to ſubſcribe a fatisfation to the violated 
Law, Gal. 4. 4, 5, But when the fulneſs of the time was come, 
God ſent forth his Son made of a woman, made under the Low, 
to redeem them that were under the law, that we might receive the 
adoption of ſons, Heb. 10. 5, 7, Wherefore when be cometh into 
the world, he ſaith, Sacrifice and offering thown wouldſt not, but 
a body haſt thou prepared me : then ſaid I, Le, I come, ( in the 
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walume of the book;it ir written-of me) to do thy will; O Gol. 
2- You are in his Debt for paying fo great'a ſum for you, 
{o great a ranfome, as-you can neither count” the Debrwhich 
was payed, nor the price which was told down in fatisfaftion 
of the penalty which we had incurred, P/al. 40. 12, For in: 
numerable evils bath compaſſed me about : mine iniquities have 
taken hold upon me, ſo that I am not able to look. up : they are 
moe then the bairs of my head : therefore my heart faileth me. 
Luk. 7. 47 whore ay unto thee, Her fins which are many, 
are forgroen, for ſhe loved much : but to whom little is forgiven, 
the ſame loveth little, 1 Pet. 1, 18, 19, Foraſmach as ye know 
that ye were not redeemed with corruptible things, as ſilver and 
gold, but with the precious blood of C briſt, as of a lamb with- 
out blemiſh, and without ſpot, Wa.y;. 5, But he was wounded 
for our tran/greſſions, he was bruiſed for our iniquities : the 
chaſtiſement of our peace was upon him, and with his ſtripes we 
are healed. 3. You are in his Debt for the fair acquittance 
and diſcharge which he hath obtained and received for you, 
when he was juſtified ir the ſpirit, 1 Tim- 3. 16. Rom. 4. 25. 
And for his reporting of that unto you, Luk, 7. 48, And be 
ſaid unto ber, Thy fins are forgiven. And giving you an ex- 
rract of it in your boſome to bear about with you, and 
helping you to read it, Eph. 1. 13, In whom alſo after that ye 
believed, ye were ſealed with that holy ſpirit of promiſe. 1a. 50. 
8, He is near that juſtifieth me : who will contend with me ? let 
us ſtand together : who is mine adverſary ? let him come near 
to me. Rom. 8. 33, 34, Who ſhall lay any thing tothe charge 
of Gods elett ? it is God that ftifierh : Who us he that condemn- 
eth ? it 1s Chriſt that died, yea, rather that is riſen again, who 
is even at the right hand of God, who alſo maketh imterceſſion 
for us. 4. You are in his Debt for all that he hath wrought 
in you, from the time that firſt he bowed your will to be- 
lieve, unto this day; for every piece of your obedience, for 
all you fruit,tor every duty performed by you, for all the influ- 
ences of his {pirit upon you, &c. you owed all theſe to Chriſts 
Suretiſhip, Phil.2.1 ;, For ft u God which worketh in you both to 
will and to do of his good pleaſure. Rom, g. 16, So then, it is not of 
him that willcth, nor of him that runneth, but of God that ſheweth 
mercy, Hol. 14. 5, 1 am like a green fir-tree, from me us thy fruit 
fornd. Phil. 1.11, Beng filled with the fruits of righteouſneſs, 
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which ware by Cbrift Jeſus unto the glory dnd proſe of Gd. 
Joh. Rs Abide in me, and 1 SY, 4s the -—Apzas 
mot bear fruut of it ſelf, except it abide in the vine, no more 
can ye, except ye abide in me. 1 am the vine, ye are the 
branches : be that abideth in me, and ] in him, the ſame bring- 
eh forth much fruit : for without me ye can do nothing.

21, And I will cauſe him 
to draw near, and be ſhall approach unto me: for who u this, 
that engaged his heart to approach unto me, ſaith the Lord? 
3. Bchevers learn to deal with God in all things pertain- 
ing to his Covenant , as having a cautioner, whether you 
be under any doubtſulneſs about the promiſes, or in any difh- 
culty and perplexity about the commands and duties of the 
Covenant. Let your dealing in theſe things declare that there 
is a Surety : and this doth call for, 1. More confidence and 
boldneſs, 1. In your dealings with God, and applications to 
him; you need not flee from his face and prelence, as from 
a hard maſter, ſince there is a S»rety in the Covenant, and 
he is content to take of his hand, what you cannot afford : 
when you are aſhamed to be ſeen in his preſence, and cannot 
be ſeen where God is, do but prelene Chriſt in yoor place 
and room, preſent a Surety, and he is ſatisfied, Heb. 9.2.4, 
For Chriſt is not entered into the holy places made with hands, 
which are th: figures of the true : but into heaven it ſelf, now 
to appear in he preſence of God for us. Preſent him to 
God, and come to God through him, and command him, 
in a manner ask an have all your will, ſa. 45. 11, Thus ſaith 
the Lord, the holy one of Iſrael, and bs makzr, Ak, me of 
things to come, concerning my ſons, and concerning the work, of 
my hands command ye me. 2+ In your dealings with Chrilt, 
come unto him as unto a perſon already engaged for you, 
's uato a Surety who hath already come under an att of 
cautionry for his people 3 and contquently as unto one whole 
honour lieth at the ſtake, for a performance of all things 
whatloever are contained in the Covenant ; arid do not come 
unto him, and make ute of him with doubtſulnefs, whether 
he will do for you, and work in yuu theſe things for which 
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he ſtands already engaged by his Suretiſhip, Heb. 10. 19, 22, 
Heving therefore, brethren, boldneſs to emer into the boleft by 
the blood of FTeſws: Let us draw near with a true beart in full 
aſſur ance of faith, having our hearts ſprinkled from an evil con- 
cience, and our bodies waſhed with pure water Heb, 4. 14,16, 
Seeing then that we have 4 great High-prieſt, that 1s paſſed tm- 
to the heavens, let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of 
grace, that we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in time 
of need. ;. In your dealings with your duty, and with the 
Law which commandeth it, you arenot to flee the command 
as the divour Debtor fleeth the face of his Creditor, as theſe 
which are not Law-biding;, but you are now through the 
Suretiſhip of Chriſt, to welcom every command and charge 
of the Law, as being in ſome near capacity to ſpeak with it, 
and to give it fome fatisfying anſwer, Pſal. 119. 97, O how 
love I thy law. Ia. 60. 17, I will alſo make thine officers peace, 
and thine exattors righteouſneſs. 

2, This doth alſo call for more quietneſs of mind in you : 
on are often diſquietred anxiouſly, that you do not reap the 
ruit of Covenant-promiſes, and that Goſpel-commands do 

not find that obedience in you, which is acknowledged to 
be due unto them; you have covenanted obedience to the 
Goſpel, and you are as an unjuſt Debtor _— the non- 
performance of your Covenant and promiſes; and this is your 
afflition, and makes you walk in heavinefs every day. I fay, 
that Chriſts Suretiſhip doth call for quieting your minds, 
and to lay more weight upon his free undertakings, and leſs 
upon your own ſlippery performances ( be it ſpoken without 
giving any colour to ſlack your hand in the beſt and utmoſt 
endeavours after duty): 1. Becauſe what obedience the Gol- 
pel hath not yet had in you, it ſhall have, fince he is engaged 
for it, Pſal. 135. laſt, The Lord will perfeft that which con- 
cerneth me : thy mercy, O Lord, endureth for ever : forſake 
not the works of thine own hands. lia. 26. 12, Lord, thou wilt 
ordain peace for us, for thon alſo hafl wrought all our 
works in «s. 2. What the Law and Goipel cannot find 
in you, they ſhall have in him; and "tis enough if it 
be found either in the Surety or the Debtor, Rom. 10. 4, 
For Chriſt is the end of the law for righteouſneſs to one 
that believeth. RAb. 8, ;, For whe the law conld not do, j 
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chriſt "the" Surety + Chip. X 
that it was weak, through tht fleſh, God ſending bis own Son in 
the likgne/s of ſmnful fleſhy and for ſin condemned fin in the fleſh 
Gal. 4. 4, 5» But when the fulneſs of the time” was come, God 
ſent forth his Som made of a woman, made under the Law, to 
redeem them that were nnder the law, that we might receqve the 
adoption of ſens. 3. The Surety hath already fatisfied for 
your diſobedience: it is not a thing to be done, but paſt al- 
ready, Heb.9. 15, And for this cauſe is the Mediator of the 
new Teſtament, that by means of death, for the redemption of 
the tran reſſions that were wider the fir teſtament, they which 

are called, might recerve the promiſe of eternal inheritance. 

UVſe 7. Learn hence a neceflary cautiouſnels ( the negle& 
whereof is one chief cauſe of the miſgiving of our hearts in 
duties every day ): do not put any thing in Chriſts place as 
Surety and undertaker for you. Sometimes we take our 
gifts and graces to be Surety for us, and we reckon that theſe 
may engage for us, and make us forth-cofhing in Duty ; ſome- 
times we take our own hearts, and our reſolution, Surety for 
us; and we truſt to them as the people Jid, Foſh. 24. 16, 
And the people anſwered, and ſaid, God forbid that we ſhould 
forſake the Lord, to ſerve other gods. Deut. 5. 27, 29, Go thou 
near and hear all that the Lord our God ſhall / , and ſpeak_ thou 
wnto #5 all that the Lord our God ſhall ſpeak, unto thee, and we will 
hear it, and do it. Sometimes we take our own good frame 
Surety for us: if we have at any time ſome warmneſs and 
life under preſent influences, we reckon theſe may be Surety 
for us, and that is but to put ſomething in the Sureties place, 
which God hath not made cautioner in this Covenant, 1 Cor. 
1.30, 31, But of him are ye in Chriſt Jeſus, who of God is 
made wnto us wiſdom, and righteouſneſs, and ſanttification, and 
redemption : that according as#t 1s written, He that gtorieth, let 
bem glory in the Lord. 
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CHAP. XXI. 
Cbriſt the Teſtator of the new Covenant or Tefta- 


ment. . 


HE feventh relation which Chriſt ſuſtains in the Cove- 
nant of Grace, he is Teſtator, or he that makes the will 
and teſtament, Heb. 9. 16, 17. 

Now becauſe Teſtator and Teſtament are ſo nearly related, 
that the one is not underitood without the other; 1 muſt 
here refer you to that which I have already ſpoken of Chriſts 
Teſtament, which being largely handled before, we ſhall not 
need to be large in ſpeaking of the Teftator ; but briefly of 
theſe particulars: 1. What this Name and Covenant-relation 
imports. 2. What was the deſign of this Covenant-relation, 
3. How the thing deſigned in Chriſts being Teſtator- in the 
new Teſtament or Covenant, is rendred efteftual by his 
ſuſtaining this relation, 

And, +. Of the name and relation, 4-«8{uwes ſignifies a 
Difpoſer or Teſtator, one that maketh his latter will and Teſfta- 
ment ; one who according to his own will and pleafure dilpo- 
ſeth of his eſtate and goods, in contemplation of his death, 
and the leaving his pofſcſhon to be injoyed by others aftes 
his death, 

This Covenant-relation, that Jefus Chriſt is Teftator, im- 
ports, 1. A perſon dving , or doing a deed in contempla- 
tion of the neceſſity of his own Geath, as being thereunto ap- 
pointed : this relation ſpeaks Chrift , under not only the 
common appointment unto death with all men, Heb. g. 27, 
but under a ſpecial appointment unto death, for that end for 
which he made his Teſtament, which he well underſtood, 
and did often contemplate and remember, when he ated in 
this Covenanrt-relation, Heb. g. 15, 16, Where a teſtament s, 
there muſt alſo of neceſſity be the death of the teſtator. And Joh. 
F3- 1, Jeſus knew that bis Bour was come that he ſhould depart 
ont of this world unto the father. 2. This relation imports 4

2, i 
pleaſed the father, that in him all fulneſs ſhould dwell, Col. 1. 
ly. 3- This relation imports a power” in the Teſtator, to 
di[pole of the things poſſeſſed by him ; a power of convey» 
ins his eſtate to others, clſe it were in vain to bequeath his 
eſtate real or perſonal ;, this relation ſpeaks Chriſt the Teſtator 
in power and authority, to convey all Covenant-bleſſings, 
which are his own, unto his people : for the father hath given 
all things unto his hands, and bath committed all judgment to 
che Son, Not a poſſeſhon only, but a power and authority, 
Joh. 3. 35- and 5.22. And hath given him power iEuelar 
authoriry over all fleſh, that he ſhould give eternal life to as ma- 
hy as thou baſt groen him , Joh. 17.2. 4. This relation in- 
ports a Deed which is the fole will, and meer pleaſure of the 
Tcſtator, not only a power to diſpoſe of that which he pol- 
ſefſeth or hath right unto, but to do according to his meer 
pleaſure, and the Teſtators will to be the deviſing and con- 
_ of whatſoever is his own ;, and therefore inaſmuch as 
Chriſt is Teſtator in_ the Covenant, it is declared that his 
will in his Teſtament, his grace and pleaſure, makes the title 
and conveyance of what we have from and by him, Fob. 17. 
24, Father, I will that theſe whom thou haſt groen unto me, be 
with me, &c. Joh. 14. 27, My peace I give unto you. Joh. 16, 
7, I will ſend the comforter unto you, 5. This relation umports 
the aftual declaring of his will, and diſpoſing of his goods : 
for a Teſtator is not a Teſtator, but in relation to the in- 
ſtrument, or evidence by which he declares his will ; to wit, 
his Teſtament, And therefore this relation holds forth Chriſt 
in the Covenant, as having afually already made his will 
by gn authentick inſtrument and evidence; to wit, the old 
and new Teſtament: for Chriſt died not unteſted, and with- 
out a declaration of his will, and a diſpoſal of bis houſe, 


and of his goods, but hath ordered and diſpoſed all of things,

things attributed in abſtratts , have a great ſiMiification, Rom. 
I. 7, The carnal mind is enmity, &c. Chrilbis called the peace, 
Micah. 5.5. And our peace, Eph. 2. 14. This is more than 
the peace-maker, Col. 1. 20. "Ts all the tranſaion of peace, 
the whole buſincfs of reconciliation comprized in the Media- 
tor, and ated by him. Ss here Chrilt 4 Covenant, is more 
than the Covenant-maker, or the Mediator of the Covenant , 
the phraſe imports two things: 1, The abridging and fum- 
ming up of the whole Covenant in Chriſt Mediator, in

deſignation of Chrilts work, unto which he was called; and 
for the doing of which, promiſes of aſſiſtance are made tg 
him in the words preceding theſe; as if it were faid, I fer 
thee over the whole buſineſs of the Covenant between me 
and the people given to thee, that from beginning to end ir 
may be managed by thee: Azain, Chriſt is not only given 
for a Covenant, but for a Covenant of the people ;, that is, to 
be on the peoples ſide, and to dcal tor them: for the peov- 
ple alone are not capable of confederation with God, but 
Chriſt ſtands jointly with them, and is gifted of God to the 
people, to be =_ back again to God for their part of the 
Covenant, Pſal. 89. 19. Heb. 2. 13. 

Hence ler us conftder of theſe Propoſitions : 

Chriſt is all the Covenant : or all this Covenant is com- 
prized in Chriſt : or God by giving Chriſt, doth give the Co- 
renant of the people with him. 

Chriſt is the Covenant, 1. Originally and fundamentally : 
he is the original and root out of which the Covenant ſprang, 
and he is the foundation upon which it is grounded : the Co- 
vcnant of grace took its rile and being from Chriſt, Rev. 22. 
16, I Feſus have ſem mine Angel to teſtifie wnto you theſe 
things in the Churches : I am the root and the off-ſpring of Da- 
vid, and the bright and morning-ſtar. Ita. 23. 16, Therefore 
thus ſaith the Lord God, Behold, 1 lay in Zion for a founda- 
tion, a ſtone, a tryed ſtone, a precious corner-ſtone, a ſure foun- 
dation : he that believeth ſhall not make haſte. Judg. 14. 14, 
And he ſaid unto them, Out of the eater came forth meat, and 
ont of the ſtrong came forth ſweetneſs. 1, He is the ancient 
foundation of hat which was revealed of the Covenant from 
the beginning of the world : therefore God revealing this 


Covenant in Paradiſe, preſently after the fall, bottomed it - 


upon Chriſt the ſeed of the woman, Gen. ;. 15. And revealin 
it to Abrabaw, he grounded it upon Chriſt Abrabams ſeed 
in whom all the families of the earth ſhould be bleſſed, Gen. 
12.3. and 17.1,2, 2. Chriſt is the*eternal foundation of 
this Covenant, upon whom it was bottomed in the eternal 
decrees of God ; hence our vocation and falvation are faid 
to be promiſed and given to us in him before the world be- 


gan, 
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began, Tit. i. 2, And in bepe of cternal life, which God that 
cannot lic, proms/cd befor the world began. : Tim. 1.9, Woo 
hath ſaved «3, and called us with an holy calling, not according 
to our works, but according to his own purpoſe and grace, which 
was given us in Chriſt Jeſus before the world began. Eph. 1. 
4, According as be hath choſen us in him before the foundati- 
on of the world, that we' ſhould be boly and without blame be- 
fore hins in love. 2. Chriſt is the Covenant primarily, and by 
propriety, as tre is hot for it ſelf, and all things hot for 
it, and by participtation: Becauſe with him was the Cove- 
nant made as the chief party ;, with believers it was made in 
lubordination to him: with him 'it was made at the firſt 
hand ; with us at the ſecond hand: with him it was made 
for himtclt ; with us it was only made for him: therefore 
'tis his Covenant by propriety; and ours only by participa- 
tion : and therefore all the promyles are made firſt ro him, 
and fulifed arſt to him; and all the as of Gods love ter- 
minate firlt upon him, and come at us only in the ſecond room, 
and at the fecond hand, 1/«" 59. 21, As for me, this is my 
Covenant with them, /aith the Lord : My ſpirit that is upou 
thee, and wy words which I bave put in thy mouth, (ball not 
depart out of thy month, ner out of the month of thy ſeed, nor 
out of the mouth of thy jeeds ſerd, ſaith the Lord, from hence- 
forth, and for ever. Plal. 3g. 3, 31, 1 have made 4 covenant 
with my chojex \, 1 have ſworn unto Navid my ſervant.----Ne- 
verthele/s, my loving-kindneſs will I not witerly take from him, 
nor ſuffer my faithfulneſs to fail. Wa. 53. 3, And I will make 
an everlaſting covenant with you, even the ſure mereies of Da- 
wid. Eph. 1. ;z Bleſſed be the God and Father of our Lovd 
Teſns, whe bath bleſſed us with all ſpiritual bleſſings in beavenly 
places m Chrift. 3. Chriſt is the Covenant eminently, becaute 
he is the chief blefſing of the Covenant ; there being not 
ſuch another promiſe and gift in all the bundle of promiles 
contained in th? Covenant; therefore is he ſpoken of by 
way of eminence, as b-ing that tranſcendent gift 07 God, 
matchleſs efftet of Gods love, befrdes which there is not an 
other the like, 7h, 4. 10, Teſus anſwered and [aid wnes by, 
If thou kneweſt the gift of God, and who is is that ſaith wo 
thee, grue me to drink, Joh. 3.16, For God ſo loved the world, 
tua \ gave bus anly brgorten Son , that whojorver beloeverh m 
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him, ſhould not periſh, but have overlaſting life. Ne is the moſt 
precious ſtone in all the Jewel, Mat. 13. 44, 45: All other 
things in the Covenant, Righteoulinets, Life, Pardon, Peacc,&c. 
are but the garniſh of this Jewel, Song. 5. 10, My beloved 
white and ruddy , the chiefeſt among ten thouſand. He is the 
moſt ſweet and ripeſt Berry in all the cluſter of Promiles 
which grow together m the Covenant; nay, he is the cluſt- 
er himſelf, Song. 1.14, My beloved is unto me as a cluſter 
of camphire in the vineyards of Engedi. Rom. S. 32, He that 
[pared not his own Sin, but delrvered him up for us all ; how 
ſhall be not with him alſo freely give us all things? He is 
the faireſt and moſt bright-ſhining ſtar in all that conſtel- 
lation, Rev. 22. 16, The bright and morning-ſtar. He is the 
faireſt ſtone in all the building, none like unto him, 7/4-28, 
16, Behold, I lay in Zion for a foundation, a ſtone, a tried 
ſtone, a precious corner-ſtong, a ſure foundation. 1 Pct, 2. 4, 
To whom coming as unto a diving ſtone, diſallowed indeed of 
men, but choſen of God, and precious. Pial. 118.22, The ftone 
which the builders refuſed, is become the head-ſtone of the cor- 
ner, He is the faireſt tree in all the garden of God, like 


, the tree of Life in the midſt of Eden, Song.2. 3, As the ap- 


ple tree among the trees of the wood, ſo is my beloved among 
the ſons. Rev. 22. 2, In the midſt of the ſtreets of it, and of e- 
ther ſide of the river, was there the tree of life, which bare 
ewelve manner of fruitg, and yielded her fruit every month .

4. Chriſt is the Covenant virtzally, or equivalently : he is 
the juſt value of all the bargain: he is of as much worth as 
all that is promiſed and contrafted to believers in the Co- 
venant of grace ; fo that if the value of it were asked, how 
much is it worth ? it could not be anfwered otherwiſe, than 
ſo, 'Tis of as much value as Chriſtis : and when the Promi- 
fes are fulfilled to the utmoſt, they amount not beyond the 
giving of Chriſt to believers, Joh: 1. 12, But 4s many 4s re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to become the ſons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name. Col. 1.27, Which #, Chrift in 
you the hope of glory. Col. 3.11. Chriſt is all, | 
5- Chrift is the Covenant exemplarily, the very ſample and 
firſt pattern of the Covenant, and of the deſign of grace 
carried 
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carried on by the Covenant, was in the union of the two na- 
tures in Chriſt the Mediators perſon : For conſider, I pray, 
the great deſign of favour carried on by the Covenant of 
grace, is an union of man with God, a reſtoring of man to 
the firſt ſtate of friendſhip with God, and in Chriſt Me- 
diator ; his perſon was the famplar and original pattern of all 
the buſineſs; to wit; 1. Of Gods infinite condefcenfion and 
ſtooping ſo far towards a nearnels, a union with man, 
Phil. 2. 6, 7, Who being in the form of God, thought it no rob- 
bery to be equal with God : but made himſelf of no reputation, and 
Pw upon him the form of a ſervant, and was made in the like- 
neſs of men, 2. Of the unſpeakable exaltation of our nature 
toward an union with God, Heb. 2. 11, 16, For werily he 
took_ not on bim the nature of Angels, but he took on bim the 
feed of Abraham. For which cauſe he is not aſhamed to call 
them brethren. 3. Of the union and conjuntion of God and 
man, which is the reſult of Gods condeſcenſion, and our cx- 
altation, and which is the ſummary of the fecond Covenant, 
Mat. 1.23, Immanuel, which being interpreted, i, God with ws. 
Rev. 21. 3, And God himſelf ſhall be with them, and be their 
God, So then, Chriſt is the Covenant in this reſpe& alſo, 
the firſt ſamplar of the union and agreement of the parties 
covenanting, Eph. 2. 14, For ke is our peace, who bath made 
both one. Zech.6.1;, And the counſel of peace ſhall be between 
them both. 

6. Chriſt is the Covenant comprehenſively or ſummarily : he 
is the very compound or abridgment of the Covenant : m the 
Mediators perſon there is a little fum of the whole Cove- 
nant : Conſider this , how the parties, articles, mutual ſtipu- 
lations, promiſes, properties and. bleſſings of the Covenant, 
are all fome way abridged in Chriſt, and fummed up in his 
perſon. And, 1. Chriſt is all the parties of the Covenant 
of grace, or rather both the parties are comprehended in 
the Mediators perſon: he is both the partics in three re 
pets; 1. Becauſe of the union of the two natures in his 
bleſſed perſon : he is God-man, God made manifeſt in the flrfh, 
| Tam. 3.16, Who took not upon him our nature ia its pri 
mitive” innocency and virgin intearity ; But came m-the like- 
neſs of ſinful fleſh, Rom. 8. 3. He took upon him the nature 
of fallen man, but fanificd for and by the union with the 
Nnn divine 
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divine nature, Lak, 1. 35- Heb. 7.26, And ſo he is both 
the parties, the Covenant being betwixt God and man, not 
innocent, but fallen man, yet believing and renewed man. 
2. Becauſe the perſon who is Mediator, is upon both ſides 
of the Covenant: as being one with the Father and holy 
Ghoſt, he is on Gods ſide of the Covenant, 1 Foh. 5.7, For 
there are three that bear record in heaven, the father, the word, 
and the holy Ghoſt: and theſe three are one. 2Cor.9. 13;, 
Whiles by 6 experiment of this miniſtration they glorifie God 
for your profeſſed _— unto the Goſpel of Chriſt. And as 
he 1s one with us, he is on our ſide of the Covenant, Heb. 
2.11,13, For both he that ſanttifieth, and they who are ſaniti- 
fied, are all of one: for whichcauſe be is not aſhamed to call 
them brethren.----Behold 1, and the children which God hath 
given me. 3, He is not only upon both fides of the Cove- 
nant ; but he contrats for both the parties, carrying the re- 
lation of a party, both upward to God, and downward to 
us : he treateth and covenanteth for God with us; and he treat- 
eth and covenanteth for us with God , which upon the mat- 
ter is to carry, as having the repreſentation and ſum of both 
parties in his perſon, 2 Cor. 5- 19, To wit, that God was in 
Chriſt, reconciling the world unto himſelf. Heb. 2. 13, Behold 
I, and the children which God hath given me. And as it is 
laid of Facobs repreſenting the people that came out of his 
loins, Hoſ.12. 4, He found him in Bethel, and there he ſpake with 
 :; So it may befaid of Chriſts repreſenting his people, for 
God ſpoke with us in him. 

2. The ſum of all the articles of the Covenant is in Chriſt : 
Conſider, I pray, what is the ſum of the Articles; even this, 
I will be your God, and ye ſhall be my people : you. find the 
articles of the Covenant frequently fumnfed up in theſe two 
words, Ezek, 37.23. Rev.21.;. Now this is in Chriſt Je- 
ſus, 1. In regard of the conjuntion of relations in him; 
to wit, God owning the people; and the people owning him ; 
he being the only perſon in heaven or earth, who doth bear 
or is capable to bear the relation of God towards the people 
and again, of the people towards God; for he is God with 
x, Mat. 1.23. He is God and the people united and 
owning one another; and in ſome things he doth repreſent 
and carry forth God to us as ours, 2 Cor. 5.19, And 2 
orner 
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other things he doth repreſent and carry in the people of 
God, and preſent them before him as his own people, Heb. 


9. 24. and 2-13. Eph. 2.6. 2. In regard of cauſality : (for 


although Chriſt be not the cauſe of Gods love to the Ele, 
but the effe&t thereof, Fob. 3.16 : yet he is the cauſe of the 
cffefts and afts whereby it runneth forth towards us) 
Chriſt is the bottom of the relation betwixt God and his 
people : for by his taking a new Covenant-right unto God 
as his God and Father by Covenant, he did lay the tounda- 
tion of Gods being our Gog by Covenant, and of our be- 
ing the people of God by Covenant; which had n been, 
were it not for Chriſts new Covenant-right, P/al. 8g. 26, 
He ſhall cry unto me, Thou art my father, my God, and the 
rock of my ſalvation. Gal. 4.6, And becauſe ye are ſons, God 
bath ſent forth the ſpirit of his Son into your hearts, crying; 
Abba, Father. Heb. 1- 5, For anto which of the Angels ſaid 
he at any time, Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee ? 
and again, I will be te him a father, and he ſhall be to me 4 
ſon. ;. In regard of conveyance, or of the manner and way 
how- we have accefſs to this priviledg and Covenant-ſtate, to 
have God to be our God: God is our God in Chriſt, and 
we are Gods people in and thrdugh Chriſt : and-without an 
exiſtence in Chriſt, and union with him, God is not ours, 
neither are we his, Eph. 2. 12, That at that time ye were with- 
out Chriſt, being aliens from the commonwealth of Iſrael, and 
ftrangers from the covenant of .promiſe, having no hope, and 
without God in the world. For Covenant-relations, as well as 
bleſſings, come to us through Chriſt: we come to God in 
Chriſt, and God cometh to us, and becometh ours in him, 
2 Cor.5. lg, To wit, that God was m Chriſt, reconciling the 
world unto himſelf. Heb. 7.25, Wherefore he s able alſo to ſave 
them to the uttermoſt that come unto God by him, ſeeing he ever 
lsveth to make interceſſion for them. 

3- The fum of the mutual ftipulation is in Chriſt: there 
are ſome mutual conditions and ftipukations in this as in 0- 
ther Covenants, But Chriſt may be well called the whole 
ſtipulation: 1. Becauſe tis he who obtaineth the_conſent of 
both parties, and receiveth in their Amen to that bleffed 
tranfaftion of friend{hip and union, the conſent of the one 
from. everlaſting, Prov. _ 30. with a Tim. 1. 9. Tit- 

hy nnsz 1,2. 
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1-2: and of the other when we believe, Foh. 6. 37. Rev. 22, 
17,20. 2, Becauſe the Covenant was given to him, to be 
fulfilled on both ſides by him; it was fulfilled upon Gods ſide, 
for he is the perſon which was ſent to perform all that God 
had promiſed to his people, Luk, 1. 69, 70, 72, 74 74, And. 
hath raiſed up an horn of ſalvation for us, in the houſe of his 
ſervant David, as he ſpaks by the mouth of his holy prophets, 
which bave been ſince the world began : to perform the mercy 
promiſed to our fathers, and to remember his holy covenant, the 


. oath which he ſware to our father Abraham, that he would 


grant "4 ns, that we being delivered out of the bands of our 
enemies, Wright ſerve him without fear. By him it was fulfil- 
led upon our part z 'for he is the perſon upon whom our help 
was laid, even to perform whatſoever is required of us by 
the Covenant, Pſal. 89. 17, 19, For thou art the glory of their 
ſtrength.----Then thou ſpakeſt in viſion to thy holy one, and 
ſaidſt, I have laid help uport one that 1s mighty. 3. Becauſe upon 
the matter, Chriſt is the very thing which is mutually ſtipu- 
lated upon both ſides: Conſider 1 pray, God ſtipulates to 
give us Chriſt, and that is the ſum of what he ſtipulates, 
Iſa. 55. 3, 4» Incline your ear, "and come unto me: hear, and 
your ſoul ſhall live: and I well makes an everlaſting covenant 
with you, even the ſure mercies of David. Behold, 1 have giv- 
en him for a witneſs to the people, a leader and >ctmugas to 
the people, And again, we reſtipulate to give Chriſt tro God 
for all that the Covenant requires of us, 1 Coy. 1. 30, But 
of him are ye in Chriſt Jeſus, who of God is made unto ms wiſ- 
dom, and righteouſneſs, and ſanttification, and redemption. Phul. 
3.9, And be found in him, not having mine own righteouſneſs, 
which is of the law, but that which is through the faith of 
Chriſt, the righteouſneſs which is of God by faith. For this 
is the nature of the Goſpel-Covenant, it craveth conditions 
and duties from us, but filleth the hand with Chriſt, where- 
with to pay the maſters rent: and we do anſwer all that is 
craved with Chriſt, which maketh the craving gentle, 1/a.6o. 
I 7 , will alſo make thine officers peace, and thine exattors righte- 
ouſneſs. 

4. Chriſt. is the ſum of all the promiſes and bleſſings of 
the Covenant, Iſa. 42. 6, And give thee for a covenant of the | 
people, for a light of the Gentiles This doth appear, 1. _ 
c 
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the firſt diſcovery of this Covenant, which had but one pro- 
mile in it, and that was the promiſe of Chriſt, Gem. ;. Is, 
The ſeed of the woman. 2. This appears from Gods explica- 
ting the ſum of the promiſes and Covenant, when it was 
more explicitely held forth to be Chriſt gifte to his people, 
Gen. 12, ;, And in thee ſhall all families of the earth be 
bleſſed. Ia. 55- 344, And 1 will makg an everlaſting covenant 
with you, even the ſure mercies of David. Bthold, 1 have 
given him for a witneſs to the people, ;. This appears from 
the holy Ghoſts accounting Chriſts coming to be the perform- 
ing of the whole Covenant and promiles, Lak, 1. Cy, 72, 73, 
And hath raiſed up an horn of ſalgation for us, in the houſe 
of his ſeruant David : To perform the mercy promiſed to our 
fathers, and to remember his holy covenant, the oath which he 
ſware to our father Abraham, &c. 

5- Chriſt is .the ſum of all the properties of the Cove- 
nant, not only becauſe whagloever theſe properties ſpeak 
forth of the nature of that tranſlation that is to be found 
in him; but. alſo, and chiefly, becauſe Chriſt is the founda- 
tion of all theſe properties; as may appear by a ſhort recapi- 
tulation of the particular properties thereof, which are all 
compriſed in Chriſt. And, 1. The freeneſs of the Covenant 
is compriſed in him, The Covenant of grace is free: 
and indeed Chriſt -is « free Chriſt, or Chriſt freely given to 
his people is the ſum of the free Covenant, Fob. 3. 16, For 
God ſo loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Sox , 
that whoſoever believeth in him, ſhould not persſh,. but have e- 
verlaſting life. Joh. 4. 10, 7eſus anſwered and ſaid unto ber, 
If thou kneweſt the gift of God, and who it is that ſanh unto 
thee, Grove me to drink; thou wouldſt have atked of him, and he 
would have grven thee living-water, lia. 42. &, And give thee 
for a covenant of the people, for a light of the Gentiles, Rom. 
8. 32, He that ſpared not his own Son: but delivered him up 
for us all : how ſhall be not with him alſo freely give us. all 
things ? Yea, 'tis in and for Chriſt that the Covenant is a 
free Covenant: for the ſame righteouſneſs, and life, 'and Co- 
venant-bleſſings which are freety promiſed and offered to us; 
at the firſt hand were purchaſed by Chriſt, and a ſatisfaQi-- 
on given to the juſtice of God for them and becauſe he pay- 
ed a price for them, therefore they are free gifts to us: he: 
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made all- Covenant-mercics free to us by Covenant, becauſe 
_ they were bought by him, in the Covenant that was made 
between God and Chriſt, //a. 5 3. 10, 11, 12, Tet it pleaſed 
the Lord to bruiſe him: be hath put him to grief : when thou 
ſhalt makes his ſoul an offering for ſin, he ſhall ſee his ſeed, he 
ſhall prolong bis days, and the pleaſure of the Lord ſball proſper 
in his hand. He ſhall ſee of the travel of his ſoul, and ſnall 
be ſatisfied : by his knowledg ſball my righteous ſervant jufiifie 
many : for he ſhall bear their iniquities. Therefore will 1 di- 
vide him .a portion with the great, and he ſhall divide the ſpoil 
with the ſtrong : becauſe he hath poured out his ſoul unto death ; 
and be was numbred with the tranſgreſſors, and he bare the ſin 
of many, and made interceſſion for . tranſgreſſors.

3. The order of the Covenant is compriſed in Chriſt : the 
Covenant 5s 4 well ordered Covenant : and the order of the 
whole treaty of reconciliaton, and of this Covenant-tranſacti- 
on, is ſummed up in Chriſt, in whom the parties meet toge- 
ther in this order, God coming down to us in Chriſt, and we 
coming up to God in Chriſt, 2 Cor. 5. 19, To wit, that God 
wes in Chriſt, reconciling the world unto himſelf. Mat. 1. 23, 
God with ww, Yea all things that are ordered and diſpoſed 
concerning Covenant-grace and bleſſings, are ordered in him, 
and for him, and by him : for the methods and ways of Gods 
diſpenſing and ordering Covenant-bleſſings, are through him, 
and in him, as the channel and conveyance thereot;, and tor 
him as the cauſe; and by him as the great Adminiſtrator 
who is over al that buſineſs for the managing thereof, Epb. 
I. 3» 4, $, 6, Bleſſed be the God and father of our Lord Jeſu 
Chriſt, who bath bleſſed us with all the ſpiritual bleſſings in 
beavenly places in Chriſt, accivding as be bath choſen us in 
bim before the foundation of the world, that we ſhould be holy 
and without blame before him in love, Hawino predeſtinated 
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w into the adoption of children by Jeſus Chriſt to himſelf, ac- 
cording to the good pleaſure of his will, to the graiſe of the 

lory of his grace, wherein be hath made us accepted im the be- 
, Eph. 2. 6, 10, And hath raiſed us up together, and made 
us fit together in heavenly places in Chriſt Feſus ---- For we are 
his workmanſhip, created in Chriſt Feſus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained that we ſhould walk, un 
them. 

4. The ſtability of the Covenant is compriſed in Chriſt :

Becauſe Chriſt 
is in. the Covenant as 4 nail in a ſure place, and as a founda- 
tion and corner-ſtone which cannot be removed : therefore 
ſtability and firmneſs is in the Covenant, I/a. 22. 23. Becauſe 
the Covenant made with him is ſure, therefore the Covenant 
made with us is ſure, Pſal. 89. 33, 34. And becauſe Chriſt 
is given for a Covenant of the people , therefore ſtability 
I to that Covenant as an eſſential property there- 
of, 

5- The perfeftion of the Covenant of Grace 'is compriled 
in Chriſt: iv is 4 perfett Covenant, and he is a perſet and 
compleat Chriſt; « Saviour made perfett, to be the author 
of a compleat Salvation to his people, Heb. 5.9. and to ſave 
ro the utmoſt, Heb. 7.25. Yea, the Covenant is a perfe&t Co- 
venant, becauſe Chriſt is in it, 1» whom we are compleat, Col. 
2.9, 10. And in whom dwelleth perfet fulnets, and all 
defirable perfetions. If Chriſt had not been in it, perfe&ion 
had not been in it, nor ſhould that Covenant have been 
able to perfe&t us for ever, but it had left us as the firſt 
Covenant did : But becauſe God gave Chriſt for a Covenant 
of the people, therefore perfe&tion is in it, and came to us 
by it, 1 Cor. 1. 30, But of him are ye in Chriſt Feſws, who 
of God is made unto us wiſdom, and righteouſneſs, and ſantti- 
fication, and redemption. 

6. The ſatisfaRorinels of the Covenant of grace, is compriſed 
in

*is the foundation of that fatisfaftion which the-{ouls of the 
laints find by bang within the Covenant of grace : he is the 
deſire of all nations, Hag. 2.7. It is in and tor him, that it 
is laristying : if Chriſt were not in the Covenant, the foul 
of a Saint could nevery tay of it, This :s all my deſire;, but 
becauſe he is in it, therefore the ſpirits of men by imbracin 
it, find a fatisfaftion, Pal. 16. 2, 5,6, O my ſoul, thou ha 
[aid nnto the Lord, theu art my Lord : the Lord is the portion 
of mine_inheritance, and of my cup : thou maintaineſt my lor. 
The lines are fallen unto me mm pleaſant places : yea, 1 have 4 
goodly heritage. And becauſe Chriſt is given for a Co- 
venant of the people, therefore {atisfaftion 1s in it. 
6. Chriſt is the ſum of all Covenant-bleffings : they are all 
abridged in him, Col. ;. 11, Bur Chriſt « all, in all: 
1. Eminently : becauſe he is the chief bleſſing of the Covenant : 
he is the marrow and fatneſs of the whole bargain, Fob. 4. 
10, 14, Jeſws Snſwered and ſaid unto her, If then kneweſt the 
Lift of God, and who it « that ſaith unto thee, Grve me to drink; 
thou wouldſt have aiked of him, and he would have"given thee 
living water. But whoſoever drinketh of the water that 1 
ſhall give bim, ſhall never thirſt : but the water that I ſhall 
grove hian, ſhall be in him a well of water ſpringing into t- 
verlaſting hi'e, Joh. 3.16, For Gad ſo loved the world, that he 
gave bus only begorten Son. 2. Comprehenſrvely : becaule in him, 
4+ in a ſtorehoule, all Covenant-bleſhags are treaſured up, 
Col. 2. 9, For in him dwelleth all the fulneſs of the God-bead 
bodily. Joh. 1. 14, 16, And the word was made fleſh, and dwelt 
among us  ( and we beheld bus glory, the glory as of the only 
begotten of the father) full of grace and truth.

— follow him, as acceſſories follow any principal thing,

Prov.8. 35, For whoſoever findeth me, findeth life, and ſhall ob- 
tain favour of the Lord. 

Uſe 1. If Chriſt be all the Covenant, or the ſum and mar- 
row of all which God hath given to hjs people by the Co- 
venant of grace; this ſpeaketh fad reproot, 1. To thoſe 
who ſeek ſomething elſe, the ſtrength of whoſe indeavours 
is laid forth upon ſomething inferiour, ſomething beſide the 
chief good, Iſa. 5y.2, Wherefore do ye ſpend f > that 
which « not bread? and your labour for that which atisfieth 
not ? hearkgn deligently unto me, and eat ye that which is good, 
and ret ap delight itſelf in farneſs. To ſuch belongs that 

. <0. 11, Behold, all ye that kindle a fire, that 
hs Bree wal f 5: walk in tie light of your 
fire, Oo ante # urncthgy ws np all ye 
have of mine hand, ye ſhall lie down in ſorrow. 2. To ſuch 
as ſeek and follow after ſome thing more that Chriſt, who is 
all the Covenant ;, ſure there are not a few, who think they 
have not a full bleſſing in Chriſt; Chriſt alone, without 0- 
ther things of this world, cannot content them, Gem. 30. 1. 
This evil under the fun hath reached forne of thoſe who have 
been within the Covenant of Grace, Gen. 15. 1,2, After theſe 
things the word of the Lord came unto Abram in a _ ſay- 
wy, Fear not Abram, I am thy ſhield, and thy exceeding great 
reward. And Abram ſaid, Lord God, what wilt thay groe me, 
ſeeing 1 gochildleſs, and the ſteward of my houſe is this Eliezer 
of Damaſcus?

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- 3. It ſpeaks reproof to thoſe who ſeek ſomething les 
Ta Chr: there heng among tht who are not of the worſt 
fort of people, whom hi falvation could fatisfic : a crea- 
ated heaven without Chrift could anſwer their deftres after 
4 happineſs, Afar. 19. 16, And behold, one came and ſaid unto 


him, Good maſter, what good thing I do, that 1 may have 
eternal life * Something of this'ao may overtake the chil- 
dren of Grace among their fevers and fits of diftempers, Mark 

©. 5, 6, And Peter anſwered, and ſaid to Feſus, Maſter, it is 
good for us to be heve © and, let us make three tabernacles ; one 
for thee, and one for Moſes, and one for Elias, For he wiſf 
net what to ſay, for they were fore afraid. Such ſhould re- 
member Peters words at another occaſion, Joh. 6. 63, Then 
Simon Peter anſwered him, Lord, to whom fhall we go? thea 
haſt the words of eternal life, Which import, that a createed 
Heaven would not be ſignificant, if Chriſt were nog there : ſee 
alſo P/al. 5;. 25, Whom have t in heaven but thee? and there 
5 none wpon the earth that I defire befides thee. 4. It ſpeaks 
reproof to thoſe who wrangle about circumſtances, ro the 
prejudice of Chrift the fubſtance and marrow of the Gofpel- * 
Covenant: thoſe who feek ſome things of Chriſt to the pre- 
judice of other things of Chriſt, that be the more weighty 
matters of the Goſpel : as put caſe, Forms to the prejudice 
of ſubſtance : Order to the prejudice of edification : Unifor- 
mity to the prejudice of union, &c. And this, whether by 
extolling of the higheſt and moſt weighty things of Chriſt, to 
the prejudice of other things which are alſo Irs Ordinances : 
or by the depreſſing and decreeing of other more fſubordi- 
nate things of Chrilt, and circumſtantial, to the prejudice of 
the weightieſt matters of the Goſpel : for although no Ordi- 
nance of Chriſt be a little one, and to be fet at nought ; yer 
without controverſie there be fome of them more weighty 
than others. 

Uſe 2. For diſcovery how fir we fall ſhort in pradtical 
giving to Chriſt his own place in the Covenant: There be ve- 
ry few, even of thoſe who dare not knowingly flight Chriſt, 
who yet do give him his own room in the Covenant. Con- 
lider it but a Erle 1, He is the root an] original of the 
Covenant : have you A and imployed him as fuch ? 
have yout fouktranſations wit , beer grounded upon 
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Chriſts tranſaRions with him ? or have you not in point of 
Soul-covenanting with God, dealr as if the Covenant had its 
firſt riſe then, when it firſt entered in thy heatt? Conſider, 
I pray, where you have pitched the original rite and foun- 
dation of that bleſſed tranſaion. 2. He is the principal par- 
ty with whom the Covenant was made at the firſt hand : do 
you always give that place «to Chriſt ? do you put him fore- 
moſt? or do you not rather drudg him R won ou? 1 fear, 
nay I doubt not, we deal in many things with God as if we 
were the principal party covenanting : in gmatter of Goſpel- 
promiles, as if we were the principal Creditor, to whom a per- 
formance of theſe things were due: and in matter of Golpel- 
commands, as if we were the prinipal Debtors from whom a 
performance of Duty could be expefted. 3. Chriſt is the 
chief bleſſing of the covenant : have you ſought him as ſuch ? 
or hath any other bleſſing of the Covenant had his room in 
thy heart ?* have you fought life and falvation in the pro- 
miſes, as the chief bleſſing contained in them? or have you 
ſeen ſomething in the promiſes better and more deſirable than 
theſe, even Chriſt, who is in every promiſe, and is the beſt 
thing in the promiſe ? 4. He is valuable above all things elſe 
contained in the Covenant : he is the full price of the whole 
bargain; have you put this value upon him? have you made 
bim your all, your treaſure for which you treated in this 
bargain, and bought the field? F. He is the famplar and 
firſt copy of the Covenant : did you ever conſider how the 
peace and union was firſt made in his perſon? have you fol- 
lowed that bleſſed copy, to have this your Covenant with 
God, the Divine Nature coming down to you, and you 
brought up to meet with God in Chriſt, and with him, and 
in him to have myſtical union? 6. He is the ſum ot the 
Covenant: have you ſtudicd this compend well ? how to re- 
Guce all the Covenant to Chriſt, to find it all in him, and 
to make all the Covenant praiſe hum ? 

U/e ;. For tryal, whether you be in the Covenant of Grace, 
or not : whether you have taken bold of the Covenant : as the Pro- 
phet ſpeaks, 1/e-65-4. Know it by this,if thou art in Chriſt,thou 
art in the Covenant : if thou haſt taken hold of him, thou haſt ra- 
ken hold of the Covenant, Job. 1. 12, But as many 4s recerved 
kim, ta them gave be payer to become the ſous of Gad, even 
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to them that believe on his name. Eph. 2. 12, That «t that 
time ye were without Chriſt, being aliens from the commonwealth 
of Ifracl, and ſtrangers from the covenant of promiſe, having 
no hope, and without God in the world. To be without Chriſt, 
and to be ſtrangers to the Covenant of promile, are equiva- 
lent : if the Covenant be given, Chriſt is given: and if Chriſt 
be given, the Covenant is given: for you are in {o far in the 
Covenant of Grace, as you have any thing of Chriſt in you, 
Col. 1.27, To whom God would make known, what is the rucbes 
of the glory of this myſtery among the Gentiles, which u Chriſt 
in you, the hope of glory. 2 Cor. iz. 5, Examine your ſelves 
whether ye be un the fauh : prove your own ſelves. Know ye not your 
own ſelves, how that Jeſus Chriſt is in you, except ye be re- 
probates ? If you have no right to Chriſt, then none to the 
Covenant: try therefore your ſtanding : ſinners where are 
you? under the firſt husband, or married to another ? are 
you in Chriſt or not? and conſequently in the Covenant of 
Grace, or without it ? Row. 7.4, Wherefore my brethren, ye 
alſo are become dead to the law by the body of Chriſt, that ye

And halt a love to the creatures, or limited, 
tubordinate, ſecondary, regular, fubmiſhve love to@hem, in- 
ſtead of old heart-ingagements, Ezck, 36.25, From all your 
Blthineſs, and from all your Idols will I cleanſe you. Fhal. 45. 
10, 11, Hearken, O daughter, and conſider, and incline thine 
tar : forget alſo thine own people, and thy fathers houſe. So 
ſhall the king greatly defire thy beauty * for he i» thy Lord, and 
worſhip thou bim. Joſh. 24. 23, Now therefore gut away, faid 

be, 
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he, the firange gods which are among and incline your 

beart where, God of Iſrael. Hol. 08, Enbraies ſhall ſay, 

What have I to do any more with idols ? Gen. 12. 1, Now the Lord 

bad ſaid unto Abram, Get thee out of thy countrey, and from thy.

2. Try it by your conſenting to the mutual tye which the 
Covenant bringerh with it : for it doth not only hold forth 
what God will be to you, but what you muſt be to him: it 
obligeth you to be Lode, as well as it makerh him yours, 
Hof. 3. 3. It faith, Thou ſhalt net be for another man, ſo will / 
alſo be for thee. If then you conſent as willingly to be Chrifts, 
as to have him made yours ; by this reciprocation and eccho 
of affetion and ingagement to him, you may know your be- 
ing in him, and to in the Covenant, Kev. 22. 17, 20, Ard 
the ſpirit, and the bride ſay come, and let him that beareth ſay 
come Surely, I come 474 , _ Song.

8, Now be ye not ſtiff- 
necked as your fathers were : but yield your ſelves wnto the

3. Try it by your ſubjeftion and ſubmiſhon to Chriſt :

1; 7. and 
9.24, 26, Nor only to the external part of his Prophetical 
and Kingly offices, by ſubjeRing our ſelves to ordinances ( as 
the mannex of formal hypocrites is): but to the ſoveraignty 
of his inward teaching and ruling alſo, Fer. 31. 33, 34, 7 will 
pus my law in their imyard parts, and write it in their hearts,

32, &c, 
Thoſe who are in Chriſt, and fo within the Covenant of 
Grace, do not divide the promiſes of the Covenant , from 
the condition and commands thereof; neither do they reject 
any thing which God hath put in that bargain: but on the 
contrary they cloſe with it as it ſtands in the offer of the 
Goſpel ( without bogling and skaring at the reſervation of 
the croſs); and with a foul-ſatisfation found in the offer, 
2 Sam. ;.
